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AT BELGRADE 
Nasser resolution modified

After a long session lasting until the carly hours of this morning 
the conference of uncommitted nations in Belgrade today passed an 
Egyptian-sponsored resolution calling for the restoration of the rights 
of Arabs in Palestine in accordance with previous United Nations 


resolutions. 


The Fgyptian delegation had originally submitted a strongly 
worded two-part resolution condemning Israel as a “tool of 
imperialism” in the Middle East and in Afro-Asian countries and 
calling for the liquidation of its bases in these areas ; and demand- 
ing the implementation of U.N. resolutions on partition and the 
absorption of Arab refugees. After a sharp debate the matter was 
referred to a plenary mecting of Heads of States, 

The Burmese Premier, U Nu, gave a blunt warning that if the 


Egyptian motion were passed he 
would publicly dissociate himself 
from the Belgrade manifesto. 

He was supported, though in 
somewhat milder terms, by Mr 
Nehru, Marshai Tito, the King otf 
Nepal, and the Ethiopian Emperor, 
Haile Selassie. 

The delegates of the Casablanca 
block, including Mr. Nkrumah, 
urged the adoption of the origina! 
Egyptian resolution, but this was 
finally shelved in favour of the 
milder resolution, which, inciden 
tally, is in weaker terms than those 
previously adopted on the Palestine 
issue at Casablanca and at various 


meetings between Nasser and 
leaders of other uncommitted 
nat 


Earlier. bitter attacks on Israe} 
as an “imperialist base” and 
vitriolic denunciations of her 


“ responsibility ~ for the plight of 
the Arab refugees were voiced by 
Arab leaders. The Arab leaders 
denunciations were followed by a 
call to the non-aligned States to 
use their influence to restore “ Arab 
rights” in Palestine. 

The Arab delegations used the 
conference as a rostrum to launch 
anti-Israeli tirades. 

One of the first. indications of 
the Arab stand was provided by 
Colonel Nasser, who described 
Isra¢] as “a tool and a bridgehead 
of imperialism in Africa.” 

“Imperialist powers resorted to 
the partition of Palestine and the 
establishment of military bases, dis- 
rupting the unity of a single 
nation and establishing a base fo: 
agcression. These facts had been

MISSING BOY: UNCLE APPEALS

Shalom Schtraks, who was fast 
week remanded im custody by a Bow 
Street magistrate pending the hearing 
of an application by the Israch 
Government for his extradition. was 
on Tuesday released on bail by 
order of a High Court Judge

application for bail was opposed by 
Detective- Inspector Margaret Heald 
on the grounds that Schtraks’s release 
would interfere with inquiries into the 
whereabouts of Yosele Schumacher. 
the nine-year-old boy who = dis- 
appeared over a year ago. Scotland 
Yurd believes that the boy. nephew 
of Shalom Schtraks, is in Britain 

The application for bail was heard 
by Mr. Justice Plowman, in chambers 


in the Queen's Bench Division. “the 
Press and publhe being excluded 
from the procecdinges which lasted fo 
some three-quarters of an hour. The 
police, acting on behalf of the Isracli 
Government, were again represented 
by Inspector Heald. and Schtraks by 
his counsel. Mrs Esther Iwi. 

Bail was granted in sureties of 
£1.000 cach. put up by two Chassidim 
from Stamford Hill. In addition. 
Schtraks was ordered to surrender his 
(Israel) passport to the police and to 
report to them daily. 

However. on Wednesday Schtraks. 
appearing again before the Bow 
Street magistrate, Mr. Bertram Reece. 
for the adyourned hearing of | the 
application by the Israeli Govern- 
ment for bis extradition, was refused 
bail and sent to Brixton Prison pend- 
ing a further adjourned hearing.

“ You should have no fear-—-you 
have many friends prominent 
places. starting at 1600 Pennsylvania 
Avenue” (the address of the Whitc 
House in Washington). Senator

Siiver. who has recently returned 
from a sisit to the Soviet Union, Dr. 
Silver expressed the hope that the 
US.S.R. would soon reappraise its 
policy mn the Middle East. “take 
another look at Nasser and his 
alleged pro-Soviet sympithies, and 
tux! it possible to co-exist in friend- 
ship with Israel.” 

He also saw reasgn to be hopeful 
that the Jews in Soviet Russia might

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE TIME OF DECISION 


Ye are standing this day all of 
you before the Lord your God 
(Deuteronomy Xxix, 9). 


HE scene is tense with 
drama. Moses’ testamen- 
tary discourse is drawing to 


a close. Soon the people will cross 
the Jordan—into the Promised 
Land, into the unknown future. 
The dreams and visions of all the 
bygone generations are to be 
tested in the pitiless crucible of 
reality. The moment is big with 
destiny, taut ‘with possibility—of 
good and evil. Not contemporary 
Israel alone is to be weighed in the 
balance of decision. The fate of 
all the unborn, undreamt-of 
generations is to be determined, 
too. 


Moses’ words flow with 
prophetic fire: “Ye are standing 
this day all of you "—the crossing 
of the Jordan makes Israe! a 
monolithic whole—“ before _ the 
Lord your God "—it is the ulti- 
mate and absolute confrontation : 
God; all else is relative, almost 
valueless—“that thou  shouldest 
enter into the covenant "—this is 
the unbreakable contract of his- 
tory. 


JLISTORY never repeats itself ; 

the design of providence is 
unique in every line, incomparable 
in every facet. But the spirit and 
purpose of history remain 
unchanged; the immutable God 
weaves an unchanging creative 
masterpiece. Mutatis mutandis we 
Stand again on the brink of the 
Jordan. A new era dawns: a new 
life challenges. We are all involved. 
The crisis of transition has fused 
mankind into an indivisible whole, 
which no artificial apartheids can 
sunder. Contemporary humanity 
must make the decisions, but in the 
balance rests all futurity. 

Men make this the Space Age, 
the age of nuclear fission or 
fusion.

MARBLE ARCH SYNAGOGUE 
CONSECRATED 


“The mirror of Anglo-Jewry ” 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


More than 1,000 people were 

present on Sunday when the Chief 
Rabbi consecrated London's new 
“cathedral” synagogue at Marble 
Arch. They heard Dr. Brodie say of 
this magnificent, £500,000 synagogue. 
situated in Great Cumberland Place. 
“It could well become the mirror 
of Anglo-Jewry.” 
_ The occasion was also that of the 
induction of Rabbi Maurice Unter- 
man, son of the Chief Rabbi of Tel 
Aviv, as minister of the new syna- 
gogue. 

The synagogue was formally 
opened by the Hon. Ewen E. S. Mon- 
tagu. Q.C., who was handed a golden 
key for the purpose. The key was 
later presented to him to mark his 
great cflorts in helping to plan the 
building. 


Procession 


Dr. Brodie unveiled a tablet record- 
ing the opening by Mr. Montagu and 
then headed a procession of 19 scroll- 
bearers into the synagogue. Among 
the scrolibearers were Mr. Montacu 
and Mr. C harles Clore. whose brother. 
Mr. David Clore. is Chairman of the 
Building Committee of the ¢y Nagogue. 
Also present among the large congre- 
Ration were Mr. Jack Cotton: the 
Deputy Mayor of St Marvlebone. 
Licut-Col. Hammond. and Mrs 
Hammond; and the MP. for St 
Marvicbone. Siu Wavell Wakefield. 
and Lady Wakefield. 

The service was conducted by the 
Rev. L. Brvll. assisted by a choir 
under the direction of Mr. J. Marcus 
Honorary officers and members of 
the United Synagogue Council and 
the Davanim were also present. 

In his address the Chief Rabbi 
said that the Marble Arch S\ nagogue 
had ye built to render to the 
spiritual needs of those living j ; 
neighbourhood. By of 
geographical location, the S)Nagogue 
would doubtless be visited by many 
Jews from overseas. [hese visitors 
might tend to judge the quality and 
the level of the spiritual life of Anglo- 


Jewry by the manner in which its 
services were conducted. 

Then the Chief Rabbi referred to 
the serious international situation. 
“ There may be many among us who 
may doubt the wisdom and ‘ worth- 
whileness” in engaging in schemes of 
building at a time when hanging over 
us is the threat of ruin and devasta- 
tion on a world-wide scale. The 
latest developments in international 
power politics give us cause for 
alarm.

loday young people were sensitive 
and inquiring but were assailed by 
extraordinary strains and fears.

After the service a reception was

Welcoming the ruests, Mr. Leon 
Gerstier, one of the two wardens, 
said it was fitting that the name of 
Mr. Montagu should for all time be 
associated with the synagogue. The 
other warden, Mr. Frank Rossdale, 
thanked the Chief Rabbi for conse- 
crating the synagogue and inducting 
the minister, 

Presenting Mr. Montagu with the 
kev, Mr. David Clore said that the 
Marble Arch Synagogue project had 
called for initiative, vision, and 
veteran leadership. There had been 
many critics of the scheme, some. of 
them harsh. “ Bat I want to make it 
clear today that there would not have 
been a Marble Arch Synagogue with- 
out the vision, leadership, and initia- 
tive of Mr. Montagu. 

The synagogue, continued Mr. 
Clore, was a symbol of the policy of 
the United Synagogue to erect syna- 
gogues where they were needed, and 
Mr. Montagu and the United Syna-

gogue were to be congratulated on 
their far-sighted policy. 

It was unthinkable that a man lhe 
Mr. Montagu, who had given such 
great service and leadership to the 
United Synagogue, should be allowed 
to retire from its Presidency. “I 
would say to the Council of the 
United Synagogue that they should 
take steps to ensure the return of Mr. 
Montagu as their leader.” 

Replying, Mr. Montagu said he 
regarded the ceremony as the cul- 
mination of his 27 years’ work for 
the community. The Marble Arch 
Synagogue had been very dear to his 
heart. and it epitomised what was 
good in the make-up and history of 
the United Synagogue 

He referred to the great enthusiasm, 
both in the carly stages and during 
the building of the synagogue. of the 
Gerstler brothers. Their enthusiasm 
as the first meeting had nearly set 
on fire the room in Woburn House in 
which the project was being discussed. 

Mr. Montagu spoke of the former 
Great Synagogue in the City of Lon- 
don which had been the centre of 
communal life. That synagogue, had 
it mot been so tragically destroyed. 
would have remained the focal point 
of Jewry in the Metropolis. After its 
destruction it was realised’ that 
another focal point was needed, “ It 
has always been my belief that this 
synagogue will be the new * Great 
Synagogue’ for our community.” 

He spoke, too, of the work which 
had been put in by others, including 
Mr. I. W. Goldberg and Mr. Asher 
Wingate.

Play centre 


Children’s services will be held at 
most synagogues, and several will have 
youth services as well. And in some 
arrangements have been made to look 
after the very young while thei: 
parents pray. There will be a play- 
centre for very young children at the 
North London Progressive Synagogue. 
whose services are bering held at the 
Stoke Newington Town Hall. The 
synagogue explains the reason for 
this innovation; not only do the 
very young find the services tiring 
but they also distract other worship- 
pers. Capable helpers will be in 
charge and drinks will be provided.

Mrs. Shoham gave a_ graphic 
account of Wizo work with special 
reference to education for women 
immigrants, Dr. Barachya described 
the legal aid services. provided by 
women's voluntary organisations in 


Israel, a field pioneered by her Asso- 


ciation, which now operates in con- 
junction with Wizo. 

Although the congress was desig- 
nated as non-political, an element of 

litics was injected into the proceed- 
ngs bY the Lebanese delegate, who 
ended her talk on international under- 
standing by saying there could be no 
peace in the Middle Fast while the 
Arab refugees remained refugees. 

The Israeli delegates were received 
by the President of Ireland, Mr. de 
Valera, and they also attended a 
reception given by the Minister of 
Education, Mr. P. J. Hillery. In 
addition, they were entertained by 
Mrs. Judith Segal, Charman of the 
Irish Regional Council of Women 
Zionists, and Mrs, J, Z. Gilbert, 
Chairman of Dublin Women's 
Mizrachi.

Korn, a M ipa Menrbe of the 
Knesset, when he stopped here last 
week. on his wav. home from Paris. 
to make contact with British Poale 
Zion and to discuss matters of inter- 
national interest 

The purpose of the new office, Mr. 
Korn expla ned, would be to intensify 
and co-ordinate the activities of 
Poale Zion in Europe It would 
devote itself principally to youth 
movements. to local Jewish com- 
munal and educationa! problems, and 
to the organisation of Pioneer 
Women's. groups in all European 
countries. 


Urgent problems

“YOU CAN’T GET RICH 
QUICK IN ISRAEL” 


Prospects for British immigrants 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Prospects of work and housing in 
Isracl’s new towns are good, but no 
illusions of easy money m return 
for small capital sums are held out 
to intending British immigrants by 
Mr. Abraham  dZiegel, Director 
of the Jewish Agency's Absorption 
Department. 

“The employment position in 
Israel is vers favourable,” he Stated 
in an interview in . 
London, ~ we 
need thousands 
and thousands of 
workmen, both in 
industry and in 
agriculture in all 
kinds of trades, 
and there is 
still a shortage 
particularly of 
skilled technr- 
cians and of 
qualified people 

erally.” 
Ziecgel 
spent a few days 7 
in London as part of a tour olf 
European countries, where he not 
only met officials of the Agency s 
Alisah Offices but also imeerviewed 
prospective immigrants to Israel, 

He stated that Israc] was expecting 
this vear some 50,000 to 60,000 
immigrants from countries. all over 
the world. 

None of them

would have to go 
through transit camps. 
height of immigration. in the early 
fifties. we had some 40,000 famihes 
in these camps Today on! some 
4000 families, dhe poorest of our 
comers, still remain there, partly 
because they cannot yet afford to pa) 
rent and taxes and partly because 
their work places are near by. But 
within less than two years we shall 


clear the transit camps altogether 
Building plans 
Those who arrived in Israet now 
or in the future would all go to 
proper houses near their place o! 
employment. “We have an annua! 


plan to build 24,000 dwellings, half 
of whi ch are already under con- 


struction,” Mr. Zicgel stated. “ Most 
of them are in the 23 new towns 
which we are building all over the 


country, some are in villages. But 
in the big cities we shall build very 
little since we do not want to 
encourage settlement there.” 

Turning to Western, and especially 
British, aliva, and to the prospects 
awaiting immigrants trom prosperous 
countries. Mr. Zicec!l said: ~ Jews 
who wish to go to Israel from these 
countries must realise that we cannot 
yet provide for them in Israel the 
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conditions, particularly with regard 
to housing, to which they have 
become accustomed.” 

Even publicly built housing was 


now very expensive. A_ three-room 
dwelling cost about £2,500 to build. 
“Such accommodation is_ therefore 
not available to the newcomer for 


rent; he must purchase it with a 
deposit of about one-third of the 
cost, while the rest can be paid on 


mortgage with a loan from the 
Government repayable over a period 
of 22 years. But he can obtain a 
two-room flat at a rent which is con- 
trolled and cheap.” 

Mr. Ziegel’s advice to would-be 
immigrants who have not much 
capital of their own is: “Go to one 
of the new towns and rent one of 
the smaller and cheaper types of 
houses. We do not encourage new 
immigrants to Start their mew life in 
Israel with a heavy burden of mort- 
gage repayments.” 

He also had advice to give to those 


would-be immigrants who have 
middle-class ambitions without 
really having middle-class means.” 


He explained: “An Anglo-Jew who 
thinks that because he has. say, 
£1,000 he ts a middle-class immigrant 
and could start right away in business 
in Israel, ts utterly mistaken. I would 
call him a poor man and would 
advise him to put his money in a 
bank and go out to work at least 
for a few years. 

* After he had loeked round and 
made some savings, then, and only 
then, could he try to set himself up 
on his own, or in partnership. At 
least £4,000 is needed in Israel to 
Start a business.” 

Mr. Shubi Olswanger, Director of 
the Brittssh Aliyah Office, who was 
present during the interview, said that 
by the end of this year some ‘500 
immigrants will have left for Israel, a

A protest against the German 
troops being allowed to train in 
Wales was voiced at a meeting of the 
Council of Manchester and Salford 
Jews, on Sunday, by the President, 
Alderman Sidney Hamburger.

OBITUARY 


RABBI N. S. 


Rabbi N. S. Greenspan, the 
Principal of the Yeshiva Etz Chaim 
(Tree of Life College), London, E., 
died last week at the age of 83. 


Born in the village of Lachavitch, 
Poland, he gained a reputation in his 
early youth for 
his Hebraic 
knowledge. He 
obtained semicha 
at the age of 18 
and was received 
into the highest 
circles of rab- 
binic learning, 
numbering 
among his closest 
colleagues such 
legendary figures 
as the Chofetz 
Chaim and. the 
Sfas Emes. 


On the out- 
break of the First 
World War Rabbi 
Greenspan came 
to London to be Principal of the 
Yeshiva Etz Chaim. After a few years 
he went to Liverpool and later to 
Leeds. returning to London in 1930 to 
become Rosh Yeshiva at the Tree of

He is survived by his widow, son.

Rabbi N. Orpoman, Menahel 
(Director) of the Yeshiva Etz Chaim. 
writes: The death of Rabbi Green- 
span is a great and irreparable loss, 
both to the Yeshiva and to the whole 
of Anglo-Jewry. He was undoubtedly 
one of the outstanding Gaonim and 
Talmudists of this generation. His 
halachic writings were numerous, But 
a large amount of his’ unprinted 
manuscripts were unfortunately des- 
troyed in the First World War. His 
most recent work, “ Malechet Mach- 
shevet,” was acclaimed by the world 
of Torah learning. 

However, despite his immense 
scholarship and intellectual brilliance, 
Rabbi Greenspan remained _ the 
humblest and most well-loved of 
men. His gentle manner and love of 
all Isracl were apparent to all who 
were privileged to meet him. All his 
life he fled from honour, and found 
his fulfilment in the spreading of 
Torah to his innumerable pupils, to 
whom he was a living personification 
of the highest wdeals of the Torah 
way of life. 


MR. JOHN GOULSTON

ston, died on Monday at the age of

MAPAI WANTS BROAD 


COALITION 
But insists on collective responsibility

JERUSALEM 
The secretariat of Mapai, the Israeli 
Labour Party, has resolved to try to 
form the broadest possible Govern- 
mental coalition, according to a state- 
ment issued by the party. However, 
prospective coalition partners of 
Mapai in a future.Government will 
have to fulfil three conditions : 
Mapai will have to form a majority 
in. any coalition, all coalition partners 
will have to declare publicly their 
acceptance of the Giovernment's basic 
principles and policy, and finally they 
will be obliged to accept collective 
responsibility within the Cabinet. 
he resolution’s wording is remark- 
ably similar to decisions taken by 
Mapai before negotiating previous 
coalitions. Mapai now needs only 
IS votes to assure it a working 
majority in the House (in the pre- 
vious Koesset tt needed the support 
of only nine votes), But it would 
Prefer wider support to a_ bare 
mitimum in the new Koesset, so that 
‘@-future Government could reflect the 
wil of ai wide scction of — the 
clectorate.

An international conference on 
human population genetics was 
opened at the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem this week.

A compulsory loan totalling 1475 
million, in the form of a 12 per cent 
increase in income tax, is to be 
imposed on Isracli citizens.

It was 
built in 1948 with funds supplied 
by the Hadassah Women's Organi- 
sation of America, and named after 
Henrietta Szold. 

The institution was. established 
in February, 1950, and ever since 
then children brought by Youth 
Aliyah from abroad (as distinct 
from those already in the country) 
are taken straight from ship or air- 
craft to Ramat Hadassah. In the 
years since it began functioning 
14,000 children have passed through 
the village, 12,000 of them while 
the present Director, Mr. Gershon 
Abramson, held office over the past 
ten years.

Sudden influx 


Io the last few years, with the 
slowing down of immigration, the 
intake into Youth Aliyah has also 
dropped. Not for years, perhaps 
not since its early days. has there 
been such a sudden influx as in 
the past few weeks, when 500 chil- 
dren were brought. straight to 
Ramat Hadassah As a_ result, 
those in charge were at first caught 
somewhat unawares and had to 
readjust themselves to the new 
needs 

Each of the small houses consists 
of a number of rooms, each fur- 
nished generally with six beds and 
nothing else except shelves on the 
wall on one side of the door, and 
hanging space on the other. At 
one end of the house are showers 
and lavatories. and at the other a 
clubroom equipped with desks,

chairs, blackboard, and other 
materials. In addition, there are 


the communal buildings, and a 
beautiful synagogue recently opened 
by President Ben-Zvi (to replace an 
older one, which had been too 
small), with pews, a fine Ark 
covered by an embroidered curtain 
above which the Ner Tamid sheds 
its light, a bima in the centre, and 
a completely partitioned-off section 
for girls, which has its own 
entrance. There are also work- 
shops for wood and metal work, 
where the children are occupied 
for half the day—the school they 
attend for the other half—dining- 
hall and kitchens. 


Homesick 


It is important to remember that 
Ramat Hadassah jis a temporary 
abode for those children who come 
to it : it is also, in a sense, a shock. 
absorber, for here the children torn 
their parents and_ their 
familiar environments have their 
first contact with the new country. 
They are almost all homesick, often 
confused, and frequently puzzled, 
and the first need is to provide the 
background for swift adaptation. 

The children have house-mothers 
and instructors in their houses and 
teachers in the school. They are 
screened, tested, and undergo 
examination by psychologists, are 
classified, and then sent to kib- 
butzim, villages, institutions, or 
hostels, which become their per- 
manent homes. 

Youth Aliyah is in charge of the 
children officially for five years of 
their lives, from the age of 11 to 16. 
This limit is imposed only by 
budget considerations. In _ fact, 
those who have come within the 
past few weeks are aged between 


nine and 18, because entire 
families, except for the parents, 
have been brought over. Special

I spoke to one of 
them, Mr. Joseph Zadok, a clean- 
shaven Yemeni, wearing a skull- 
cap He assembles the boys at 
6.15 a.m. daily and takes them to 
the synagogue for morning service ;

PROTEST BY AGUDA

Charge against Youth 
Aliyah

veyed to Mr. Ariech Miron, the Israel 
Minister in London, by Rabm A.

Israel, and Mr. S. B. Unsdorfer, the 
organisation’s secretary, 

There was great bitterness in the 
Anglo-Jewish community about the 
way Youth Aliyah in Israel had failed 
to provide religious facilities for the 
young wards who lived in its tnstitu- 
tions. Mr. Unsdorfer said afterwards 

Agudas Israel demanded represen- 
tation on the committees deciding 
where youngsters from Youth Aliyah 
camps were finally settled.

Sabbath candles 


On Friday evening, Mr. Zadok told 
me, there is Kabhalat shabbat, with 
service in the synagogue, and the 
lighting of candies in the houses 
and dining-room. The tables are 
covered with white tablecloths and 
a special meal served. On Sabbath 
morning a much larger number of 
children. attend synagogue than 
during the week : the number falls 
off for mincha and is still further 
reduced for maariv. All the chil- 
dren attend school from the first 
day of their arrival,-but the teach- 
ing must of necessity be sketchy, 
because the composition of the 
classes is constantly changing. The 
main concentration is on Hebrew, 
with some Bible study (without 
commentary), Jewish history, and 
Palestinography. 

How are the children classified 
into religious and non-religious ? 
The older children are each inter- 
viewed, and their reply decides the 
future of their younger brothers 
and sisters. The younger ones 
who are alone are asked specific 


questions to. determine whether 
t backgrou was religious. 
How was it at your home, did 
you put on tefilin? What school 
did you go to? Many have rela- 
tives already in Israel who 
inform Youth Aliyah, and I saw 
letters stating: “The boy is nof 
religious,” from an uncle of one 
boy ; and “I don’t want him to go 
to a yeshiva,” from the elder 
brother of a child who had settled 
in Israel some years ago. 

Ramat Hadassah is a unique 
place. It cannot, by its nature, be 
entirely happy. The children were 
friendly, the dining-hall full of 
their shrill voices during the meal, 
but there was little laughter. Their 
eyes were large, pathetic, and still 
bewildered. The staff which cares 
for them so devotedly and selflessly 
has, therefore, an unenviable task, 
except for the intangible reward it 
brings of finally seeing the 
miraculous transformation of most 
of Youth Aliyah wards into happy, 
healthy, and useful citizens taking 
their place in every walk of life. 
Former Youth Aliyah wards have 
contributed a great deal to the 
building and development of 
Israel. 


Orthodox raid 


The outcry which was raised 
concerning religious facilities 
cannot have helped the teachers 
and instructors. The sudden raid 
by one hundred ultra-Orthodox 
zealots can only have added to the 
perplexities of the children. Facili- 
ties are provided to enable those 
who so desire to abide by Jewish 
observances, and most Israelis con- 
sider this all that is necessary. But 
children who hate to be different, 
who long to go with the tide, 
especially away from home, must 
have their loyalties weakened 

Ramat Hadassah is doing an 
indispensable piece of work It 
has recently added to it by taking 
80 or 90 retarded children for a 
short period of special tuition— 
something which needs to be 
emulated on a much larger scale 
in Israel. Nothing but praise can 
be meted out to those who work 
there. But the religious problem 
it presents’ would seem to be as 
insoluble here as it is in the State 
of Israel as a whole, for it must 
be remembered that there are those 
who would be as vociferous, as the 
ultra-Orthodox now are, in their 
opposition to children from irrell- 
gious homes being exposed to 
religious influence.

Bentwich has written a 
moving story of the foundation and 
life of the Hebrew University of 
Ilerusalem from 1918 to 1960. When 
| first saw ut, in 1945, on Mount 
Scopus, | was immensely struck by 
the magnificent site. I could hardly 
imagine a better one, and I believe 
that the uppermost thought in the 
mind of any friend of the University 
is the hope that the day will come 
when by peaceful agreement the Uni- 
versity resumes possession of this site. 

The history of many. if not most, 
universitics has been a strugele 
against adverse circumstances—lack 
of recognition of their importance, 
inadequate premises. inadequate funds 
for buildings and salaries, competition 
for support with a host of other social 
needs, and so forth. | doubt whether 
any university has experienced such a 
Struggle as this book portrays, 

Its present position is due to a 
passionate faith in the need of a 
Jewish university as an essential 
instrument in the full development 
and expression of the Jewish people. 
Jews and Jewish organisations 
throughout the world have contri- 
buted to the realisation of this ideal.

Dr. Freehof is universally acknow- 
ledged as a scholar whose command 
of Rabbinics most Conservative and 
Orthodox (not to mention Reform) 
rabbis might well envy. His views. 
even if he were not also the President 
of the World Union for Progressive 
Judaism, would have to be reckoned 
with, in spite of his modest disclaimer 
that his opinions “involve no onc 
but himself.” 

Logically, his critique of Orthodox 
and © onservative attitudes is unassail- 
able. That “there is a large gap 
between the total Orthodox doctrine 
and the partial practice” cannot be 
gainsaid. Nor can it be denied that 
the Orthodox decisor today “1s not 
concerned with whether such a deci- 
sion is practical, whether it will be 
obeved, or whether it will increase 
the number of people who will find 
it impossible to be observant. His 
concern is not the people but the 
law. He is not helping the people ; 
he is building a fence to protect the 
law.” Moreover, to assert that Con- 
servative Judaism “ grows because of 
its psychology. not because of tts 
philosophy ” probably sums up the 
ethos of Conservative Judaism better 
than any other single assertion. 


Logical arguments 


Yet Dr. Frechof is surely aware. 
as are we all, that just as no atheist 
was ever drawn to a belicf in the 
existence of God by logical argu- 
ments, such arguments rather serving 
to reassure the perplexed and doubt- 
ing than move the totally uncom- 
mitted. so no Orthodox or Conserva- 
tive Jew is likely to change his 
allegiance because his position has 
been demonstrated to be logically 
untenable. Equally, no unrepentant 
liberal will be moved bv the argu- 
ment from tradition implicit in Dr 
Freehof’s method. The strength of 
his Responsa lics in the fact that the 
conclusions overwhelminels are 
ihose which any intelligent liberal 
would have arrived at independently 
of the Rabbinic sources, except, ol 
course. where mere factual informa 
tion is requested. (Or would anys 
real Progressive care to suggest, for 
example. that we need either Dr 
Frechof or the Gaon Nachshon to 
decide for us whether or not to cir 
cumcise a dead infant at the grave 
side 7) 


The links in the argument are 
fascinating from an historical and 
antiquarian point of view and they 
hold together logically enough, but 
the manner of the conclusion, where 
a quasi-schizophrenic leap is made 
out of Rabbinic into modern cate- 
gories of thinking will rightly alarm 
the traditionalist and fail to convince 
the modernist. This is because the 
distinction between Orthodox and 
non-Orthodox today rests fot on 
logical foundations but on differcnees 
of environment, mood, and tempera- 
ment. No amount of reasoning will 
shake the faith of the Neture: Karta, 
No amount of logical support from 
Rabbinic sources will make the 
Reform Jew really belicve that he 
accepts a religious decision other than 
because primarily such a decision con- 
forms with his own intuition. reason, 
conscience, and intelligence. Histori- 
cal and antiquarian considerations are 
ancilary. 


Individualistic traditions 


The weakness of Dr. Frechof's 
approach is that it carries over the 
individualistic traditions of — the 
Responsa literature. which grew up 
against a background where new 
legislation was impossible. into an 
uve when new legislation is mmpe©ra- 
tive. He fails to consider the impli- 
cations of Jewish law against the 
background of a democratic society 
where the expert -halachi or

A leaning for Arabs 


MERICAN-JEWISH leader- 
A is nervously scanning 
recent statements by U.S.A. 
officials which may conceivably 
portend a pro-Arab shift in basic 
policy towards the Middle East. 
Rosy optimism, engendered by the 
firm pro-Israel assurances made by 
Mr. John Kennedy in the course of 
the presidential campaign, has 
given way to an uneasy vigilance 
and, in some Jewish circles, the 
beginnings of alarm. 

The finger-nail biting has been 
accelerated by the administration's 
tepid attitude towards the continu- 
ing Arab discrimination against 
American Jews, as well as the con- 
tinuation of the Arab boycott, 
blockade, and infringements of the 
freedom of navigation. During the 
presidential campaign, Kennedy 
resolutely promised vigorous action 
against these practices, in which 
the American Government has 
supinely acquiesced for a long 
time. But these pledges have not 
been redeemed. When the Admini- 
Stration presented its new foreign 
aid programme to replace the 
Mutual Security Act, it offered a 
toothless and rather pious state- 
ment in place of the strong Hays- 
Keating - Douglas Amendment 
which had been written into the 
Act. in 1960 over the strenuous 
objection of the State Department. 


Vendetta 


As he had done in earlier 
debates on this issue, Senator 
Fulbright, Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
renewed his vendetta against Israel 
(hinting that the UJ.A. should be 


denied tax exemption until Israel 
took back the Arab refugees) and 
bitterly opposed any statement 
condemning the Arab boycott and 
blockade. The result was a 
watered-down statement by the 
Senate. 

Jewish organisations, which have 
for years urged Congress to take 
a firm stand against the Arab 
blackmail and blacklist, were dis- 
appointed by the administration's

lack of passion on this issue. As 
Congress debated the issue, several 
American-Jewish groups issued 
statements, demanding that the 
U.S.A. Government act speedily, 
as it has done in many similar 
situations throughout American 
history, to stop the violations by 
foreign Governments of the basic 
rights of all American citizens. 
With the foreign aid programme 
embroiled in the cauldron of 
domestic political dispute, and with 
such grave issues as Berlin blanket- 
ing mews, it was questionable 
whether Jewish organisations could 
make a major issue over legislative 
provisions on the anti-bias clause. 
In addition, more cynical 
observers noted that the U.S.A. 
Congress, prodded by the Jewish 
community, had frequently 
adopted ringing declarations 
against the boycott and other Arab 
infringements of international 
morality, although effective

Nasser’s new Socialism 


“ARAB SOCIALISM” — as 
Cairo has come to call its régime 
of late—has been brought to 
Western attention by the new 
series of decrees enacting further 
nationalisation and centralisation. 
It has also been the subject of a 
bitter war of polemics waged 
between the U.A.R. propagandists 
on the one hand, and Moscow and 
the Arab’ Communists the 
other. 


Arab Socialism, as defined by 
Nasser and his ideologists, bears 
an unmistakable family resem- 
blance to Communism. In the first 
place, nationalisation has been 
going on apace, so that the bulk 
of industry, finance, and transport 
is State-owned, while agriculture is 
under close State control, with a 
State monopoly of large-scale 
trade in agricultural products and 
a near-monopoly over international 
trade. There is. one 
political organisation permitted— 
the National Union—and the Press 
is entirely owned by the Govern- 
ment and the National Union. As 
Nasser himself has said, no 
organised opposition is permitted 
and the Press is not allowed “to 
deviate from national policy.” The 
earlier policy of leaving wide 
autonomy in the hands of the 
Syrian Government has now been 
explicitly abandoned. 


Though the U.A.R. does not 
belong to the Eastern block (indeed, 
Nasser wishes Cairo to be an 
independent centre of political 
activity) it attacks the West wher- 
ever and whenever it can 
as imperialists, neo-colonialists, 
capitalists, ete., while failing to 
criticise Soviet Russian imperialism, 
even in the Soviet Moslem coun- 
tries. The big difference lies in 
the fact that Nasser claims his 
“Arab Socialism” to be = an 
independent national phenomenon, 
owing nothing to Marxist or Soviet 
teaching, and rejecting the thesis of 
the class struggle. Instead, Arab 
Socialism, like fascism, favours 
State supremacy on behalf of the 


whole nation. It is thus nearer to 
Soviet practice than to Soviet 
theory. 

The Soviet attitude is an 
unresolved mixture of ideology 
and expediency. On the one hand, 
Moscow always praises Nasser’s 
“ antt-imperialism,” welcoming jn 
particular his confiscation § of 
foreign property as “a step along 
the road to Socialism.” On the 
other hand, the Soviet leaders deny 
that there is any Socialism other 
than that based on Marxism- 
Leninism. 


* * * 


Western attitudes have been 
revealing. For years now so-called 
specialists on Arab affairs have 
denied that Nasser was interested 
in undermining private property 
or in restricting opportunities for 
foreign capital. They need only 
have read the Nasser Constitution 
promulgated over five years ago to 
see that Egypt was committed to 
introducing Socialism and abolish- 
ing capMalism. Other ideological 
pronouncements have proclaimed 
the trend of social theory in the 
U.A.R. They might also have 
observed that after destroying all 
opponents or independent centres 
of political power one by one, 
Nasser had begun to take over 
sector after sector of the economy 
by virtual confiscation, using a 
similar piecemeal method. 

However, “ Nasserophilia” not 
only blinded normally reputable 
correspondents and journals to 
what was going on, but even led 
them to defend measures that they 
would have condemned elsewhere. 
Even today, the fact that Moscow 
criticises some measures by Cairo 
is enough to make certain com. 
mentators hope grimly that they 
must ipso facto be defensible. 
These apologists ignore the fact 
.that Moscow's real objections are 
not to the actions themselves, but 
to Nasser’s temerity in appropriat- 
ing Soviet ideas and practices with- 
out acknowledgment. 


action had been taken, and many 
Senators and Congressmen appear 
to be using support of such 
Amendments as a ritualistic sop to 
their Jewish constituents. 

Of more basic significance, how- 
ever, is the simmering question of 
the Arab refugees. And it is on 
this tender issue that some Jewish 
leaders here fear that Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s administration may be pre- 
paring a major—and danger- 
fraught—initiative. Stalemated for 
over a decade of human tragedy 
and sterile political by-play, the 
question of the Arab refugees may 
be brought to the boil at the forth- 
coming session of the United 
Nations when the Palestine Con- 
ciliation Commission submits its 
report on October 15. There is 
little question that the U.S.A. will 
play a crucial réle in this debate. 
The nagging question is: what 
position will the U.S.A. take? 

There are disturbing straws in 
the wind. In a letter to Arab 
leaders, President Kennedy posed 
the alternatives as “ repatriation or 
compensation.” He did not refer 
to resettlement as such. Israeli 
officials, and most American- 
Jewish organisations, believe that 
the great bulk of the Arab 
refugees, schooled to hatred of 
Israel and pledged to the exter- 
mination of the Jewish State, must 
be resettled in the sparsely popu- 
lated Arab countries rather than 
admitted into Israel, where they 
would constitute an obvious 
security threat. They believe that 
this problem cannot be settled in a 
vacuum, without an over-all settle- 
ment of differences between Israel 
and the Arab nations. 


Repatriation 


Assistant Secretary of State 
Phillips Talbot, in testimony before 
the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations, also implied that the 
U.S.A. may be coming around to 
the Arab demand that Arab 
refugees be given a “ freedom of 
choice " between returning to Israel 
or resettling. The Israelis objected 
to any such freedom of choice, 
arguing that Arab refugees would 
be under duress from their leaders 
to choose repatriation as a move 
towards weakening Israel. 

The anxiety of the Jewish com- 
munity has been communicated to 
the State Department by the Pre- 
sident’s Conference of Jewish 
Organisations, by the American 
Zionist Council, and a plethora of 
other Jewish groups. The State 
Department has sought to reassure 
Jewish leadership that it will not 
jeopardise the traditional American 
support of Israel and concern for 
Israeli security. Yet Arab pres- 
sures in the United Nations mount. 
And, in the need for Arab votes 
on a number of vital issues, the 
temptation to placate the Arabs, at 
the expense of Israel, may become 
irresistible to the administration. 


Policy 


American-Jewish organisations 
face a difficult decision on the 
Arab refugees. First, it is Israel 
as a sovereign State—and not 
the views of American or World 
Jewry—which will determine 
Israel's policy on the Arab 
refugees. And while it is obvious 
that Arab leaders have cruelly 
exploited the refugees as pawns in 
a vicious chess-board whose goal is 
the extermination of Israel, few 
American-Jewish organisations are 
willing to put themselves into a 
blank-cheque position of unques- 
tioning support of any Israeli 
policy on the Arab refugee issue. 
There are serious moral and 
human considerations which Jews 
cannot lightly brush aside. The task 
of leadership will be to continue to 
safeguard the security of Israel— 
a goal to which American Jewry is 
fully committed—without appear- 
ing to act as Israeli ‘“ ambas- 
sadors ” abroad. 

The next few weeks will more 
clearly reveal the trend of U.S.A. 
policy. American policy may well 
founder again on the rock of Arab 
intransigence,

The opening of the Marble 
Arch Synagogue attracted a full 
house. The building is impres- 
sive and luxurious as befits so 
costly an enterprise, although 
like other modern synagogues it 
did not evoke, at any rate in me, 
an atmosphere of holiness and 
spirituality.

The one overflow service thal 
I attended in my life brought 
to mind the whirling eddy of a 
mill-stream. Men and women 
were coming and going, infants 
were crying, small children were 
wrestling in the aisles, young 
people were flirting in the 
corridors, and friends placed 
apart were communicating by 
tic-tac. The overflow services 
are designed largely for people 
who are in synagogue two or 
three times a year, and it is 
understandable that they should 
be lost in the complexities of the 
New Year Service. But when 
it comes to Yom Kippur the 
synagogues themselves, 
paratively decorous places, 
manned by season-ticket 
holders. often get unsettled, and 
long before Musaf is over the 
chazan is drowned in the buzz 
of voices and the clatter of feet, 
and there are more people out- 
side than in. Among the young 
there is a system of exchange 
visits, with clamor us groups 
moving from one synagogue to 
another, and disturbing them 
all. The only satisfactory Yom 
Kippur services that I have ever 
been to .were at our local 
veshiva. I advise those who 
can to attend a small service. 
But to all my readers, whether 
they attend large services or 
small, I wish a happy New 
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THINKING 


HERE is an old saving to the effect that 

Rosh Hashana is a “head” festival, Yom 

Kippur a “heart” festival, and Succot a 
“hand” festival. Succot teaches the need to act 
Jewishly, Yom Kippur to fee] Jewishly, and Rosh 
Hashana to think Jewishly. On this first Festival 
in the Tishri cycle, worshippers in their syna- 
gogues reflect on the great themes: the Father- 
hood of God, the creation of the world, the 
meaning and purpose of life. 


The relevance of this to present-day life in this 
country is apparent [he philanthropic endea- 
vours of the community are jusi!y famed. The 
hand of Anglo-Jewry has long been open wide 
in response to sulfering and for the sake of every 
good cause. Its heart, too, 1s in the right place ; 
alert to the call of faith and intensely loyal to a 
lovely ancient tradition. But he would be a rash 
defender of our community who claimed that it 
has risen adequately to the challenge of the mind. 
To put it bluntly, at this season of self-scrutiny, 
are we doing any serious thinking about our 
Judaism ? How many staunch members of the 
United Synagogue, to take the most obvious and 
typical example, are capable of defining the theo- 
logical position of that body? Is not the very 
term hastily rejected as either un-Jewish or 
un-English or both? To wax eloquent, as some 
of oul spokesmen now do. on the. virtues of 


“authentic Judarsm,” withouf making the slightest 
attempt at determining the criteria for authen- 
ticity, is to darken a vital issue with a cloud ol 
verbiage and substitute fuciic slogans for hard 
thought

ABOUT JUDAISM 


Judaism in the world of today, with a siern 
refusal to identify the platitude as a Divine reve- 
lation: but for all the tmpact this is having on 
Anglo-Jewry the voices of the thinkers might just 
as well have been silenced. The real tragedy Is 
that where all the emphasis is on “heart” and 
“hand,” there is bound to be a premium on 
conformity and wlhberality of thought and a 
consequent outcrop of frenzied heresy. hunting, 
which almost succeeds in muzzling any. vestige 
of original thinking 


It is sometimes objected that thinking ts 
dangerous to faith. And indeed it ts, if fanh be 
construed as 4a naive credulity, willing to accept 
uncritically whatever authority declares to be 
spiritually unhealthy. But such a faith ts hardly 
worth the having. Certainly the greatest Jewish 
thinkers appear to be unanimous in: recognising 
the value to faith which results from the ineyl- 
table tensicns produced in the attempt to relate 
new situations 


In a letter to this paper, written 60 years ago, 
Solomon Schechter sounded the alarm. Among 
other wise comments, he observed : “ Like politics 
in Amertca, theology, and all that is connected 
with it, has become with us a close profession of 
no mortal interest to those who are not in it, 


which a gentleman may tolerate and even con- 


tribute towards maintaming,. but in which he must 
never peso ally.”

IN THE BALANCE 


In the impressive imagery of the synagogue 
liturgy .Rosh Hashana is pictured as the day 
of judgment, when men and nations are arraigned 
before the Sovereign of the universe. “ Thereon 
Sentence iS pronounced upon countries—which 
of them is destined to the sword and which to 
peace, which to famine and which to plenty; 
and every creature js visited thereon, and recorded 
for life or for death.” At the advent of 5722 
the course of world events erves au dread topicality 
and significance to these words. In literal truth 
the fate of men and nations is now being deter- 
mined by the momentous. decisions which they 
are being summoned to make--tor good or for 
evil—before the judgment-bar of history. Only 
last week the President of the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science uttered a grave 
warning of the risk of “disastrous dissolution of 
man's civilisation through uncontrollable ofr 
uncontrolled struggles for political power ofr 
economic superiority.” On that same day Russia 
announced her intention to resume testing of 
nuclear weapons World opinion outside the 
U.S.S.R. has been appalled and horrified by the 
action of the Russian Government in consequence 
of which the U.S.A., too, has felt tmpelled to 
resume tests. . With these fatelul issues for the 
future of mankind now in the balance, Jews must 
unite with men of all religions in wholehearted 
support of those working for disarmament and 


peace 


EMIGRATION FROM ISRAEL 


The announcement by the Australian authori- 
ties that over a thousand Israclis were granted 
Australian citizenship in recent months, and that 
nearly twice that number are still registered as 
resident aliens should give pause for thought. 
The numbers may not seem large at first sight, 
but when it is taken into account that Australia 
is only one country to which emigrating Israelis 
turn, that it is by no means easy for Israelis to 
get to Australia, and that the emigrants are 
mainly sabras or veterans with good qualifica- 
tions and initiative, they loom larger. Every 
country of immigration also undergoes a certain 
degree of emigration, and taken as a gross figure 
Israel's one emigrant to every ten immigrants 
may not seem large. Only when the composition 
of this emigration is carefully analysed do the 
thousands who travelled to Australia on Israeli 
passports to settle appear in their right perspec. 
tive. In Israel there is still a certain emotional 
reaction against emigrants, which has inhibited 
full considerations of the reasons for their leaving 
and the degree to which they are a loss to the 
country economically and socially. But jt might 
be worth while if some of the efforts devoted by 
Israel to immigration might not be applied [o 
stopping this demographic hemorrhage. 


NON-IDENTIFICATION 


Our news columns last week contained a state- 
ment on behalf of the Zionist Federation of its 
non-ientification with Israeli parties. Welcome 
though this statement is, it would seem to call 
for some further elucidation. Like “ non-align- 
ment,” which is now exercising the world’s 
governments, non-identification is susceptible to 
many interpretations. In the past, the Federa- 
tions votes in the World Zionist Organisation 
have, in fact, gone to the Progressive candidates 
tor office, thus giving the Israel Progressive Party 
a powerful foothold inside the Jewish Agency. The 
power, patronage, and funds thus available have 
gone a long way.in sustaining the party in various 
other party competitive fields in Israel. The ques- 
tion to be answered is whether this type of 
support given by the Zionist Federation and its 
U.S: counterpart to the Progressive Party, so 
long as if supported Mapai and tormed part of 
the Government, will be continued or withdrawn 
now that the Progressive Party has merged with 
the General Zionists in Israel and may be in 
opposition to Mapai and Government alike.

This week has marked the centenary of the 
birth of Leopold Jacob-Greenberg, who was born 
in Birmingham on September 6, 1861. For almost 
a quarter of a century, from January, 1907, until 
his death on November 15, 1931, he was Editor 
of THE JrwisH CHRONICLE. His tenure of that 
office was not only the longest but the most 
eventiul in the history of this paper, which is now 
about to celebrate its 120th anniversary. Through- 
out those momentous years-——which included such 
epoch-making events as the First World War, the 
Russian Revolution, the Balfour Declaration, and 
the British Mandate for Palestine—the imprint of 
his personality was clearly apparent in each week's 
issue.

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FAITH, HISTORY, AND OPINION 


By RAYMOND ARON 


Ol so long ago a rash of 
swustikas and antisemitic 


Slogans appearing in many 
countrics brought forth a spate 


of indignant protests from 
Governments, the Press, and 
associations pledged to fight 
against ractalism. Against this 
background it has become almost 
as difficult for a Jew as for a non- 
Jew to express himself frankly 
about the Jewish people. 

A non-observant Jew risks 
offending those of his core- 
ligionists who remain faithful to 
the Law.. If he is a non-Zionist 
he is suspected of showing either 
too much or too littl sympathy 
for the State of Israel. As for 
non-Jews, the extermination of 


6,000,000 Jews dumbfounds 
them. Ihe event itself, the 
methodical destruction of mil- 


lions of detenceless persons, has 
had a traumatic effect on the 
conscience. Jews and non-Jews 
alike try hard to drive back 
memories so deeply charged with 
emotion. 


Two Attitudes 


I have no wish, in this small 
compass, to go into details about 
the faith and connections, past 
and present, of Jews or ant- 
semites. As a “committed 
sociologist ” I wish only to take 
cognisance of both attitudes and 
set them side by side. I use the 


words “committed sociologist.” 
Like a _ teacher, journalist, or 


writer | am one of those who 
makes use of the “ first person ” 
as littl as possible, My life, 
my intimate thoughts, concern 
nobody but myself: I feel 
myself accountable for my 
teachings, my writings, the facts 
which | observe, and the ideas 
[| defend. But when it is a 
question of Jews or their destiny, 
I can hardly, without hypocrisy, 
feign the objectivity of a pure 
Spectator. Better to admit 
immediately who 1 am; the reader 
will then be in a better position 
to judge whether or not the 
“committed man” falsifies the 
outlook of the sociologist. 


Family Origin 


[ belong to a Jewish family 
originating from Lorraine. My 
parents were neither practising 
nor observant Jews. I received 
hardly any religious instruction 
and could count on the fingers of 
one hand the number of occa- 
sions | was taken to synagogue 
during my childhood. The cul- 
ture I received was French with- 
out any visible Jewish tradition 
imprinted upon it. For me 
Christianity was the religion, 
expounded to me by the philo- 
sophers among whose works: I 
browsed deeply, and to which I 
referred to define right and 
reason. Tam, therefore. to quote 
Sartre, a person who assumes his 


(Professor of Sociology at the Sorbonne, Paris) 


Judaism through dignity rather 
than experiencing it spontanc- 
ously. 

Considering that [ have left the 
Jewish community and fecl my- 
self “French like the others” 
without any attachment to my 
coreligionists, I should be able to 
challenge the judgment of the 
social milieu which decrees me to 
be a Jew. But I would be wrong 
in attempting this, because the 
community to which my grand- 
parents still belong ts quite close 
to me. What is the nature of this 
community ? One could go into 
details but I think it sufficient to 
make it clear that I am “of 
Jewish origin” even though | 
refuse to say “of the Jewish 
religion.” 


Not a Race 


As a Jew “dejudaised” of 
assimilated, to make use of banal 
expressions, | appreciate the theo- 
logical interpretations of Jewish 
destiny, but I no longer subscribe 
to them. This destiny to nf@ no 
longer seems any more incxplic- 
able than that of other people. 
Neither the wrath nor the bene- 
volence of God is indispensable 
for an understanding of the sur- 
vival of a group fiercely attached 
lo its unique God and His law, 
or for an understanding of the 
persecution to which those who 
rejected the divinity of Jesus 
were subjected. Theological 
interpretations do not replace 
historical ones ; they postulate a 
plan which does not accord with 
reason. It is therefore futile for 
Christuans, even those who evince 
the greatest sympathy for Jews, 
such as the Catholic philosopher. 
Jacques Maritain, to attempt a 
theological explanation for the 
sufferings of the . “chosen 
people.” The Jews are not a 
race. Anthropologists are almost 
unanimous on this point. Jews. 
dispersed throughout the world, 
display no homogencity. It is 
only necessary to have been in 
Isracl to note that Jews from 
Iraq resemble Iraqi Moslems far 
more than the sidelocked Jews 
from Poland or Russia. 


Conversions 


What modern observation sug- 
gests, history confirms. The Jews 
of today, for the most part, are 
not the descendants of the Jews 
of Palestine who, after the des- 
truction of Jerusalem, dispersed 
themselves throughout the world. 
In the last centuries before Jesus 
and in the first centuries of our 
era, the prosperous Jewish com- 
munities on the Mediterranean 
periphery were composed just as 
much of converts to Judaism as 
of emigrants from Judea. 
Judaism and Christianity, up to 
the second and third centuries of 
our era, were proselytising reli- 
gions of the same common stock 
and rivalling each other. The 
Romans converted to Judaism 
were not racially different from 
those converted to Christianity. 
The ancestry of these Jews is 
European not semitic. 


The Jews are no longer “a 


people like the others” because 
for nearly two thousand years, 
until the creation of Israel, they 
were not politically organised 


and were without a State. Yet 
whatever the fate meted out to 
them in the milieux wherein they 
dwelt, they never completely 
merged with the surrounding 
population. The term “ Jewish 
community ” suggests an excep- 
tional destiny. The Jews had 
their religion, their customs, a 
language (Yiddish), and their 
own culture. 

Now, without impinging on the 
controversy among historians as 
to whether or not antisemitism 
existed before Jesus, it can 
hardly be contested that the 
so-called Jewish question, such 
as is posed in Europe at the pre- 
sent time, derives an ant- 
semitism impregnated = with 
Christianity. In one sense, 
Christians cannot be antisemites 

Jesus was born of the Hebrew 
people But in another sense, 
many would aver unjustly, the 
Jews have been labelled as the 
people who killed God, and it ts 
argued that their misfortunes— 
the destruction of the Temple, 
the Dispersion, and persecution 

are Divine punishment for an 
mexpiable crime. 


Common Hatred 


What relevance has this his- 
torico-theological argument to 
the Jewish question today ?, 
the sceptic might ask. Hitler 
united Jews and Christians in a 
common hatred. If he had won 
the war, after the extermination 
of the Jews he would have w aged 
a struggle against the Christian 
church, the Catholic church 1n 
particular. Ihe small shop- 
keeper who hated Jews because 
he ientitied them with the 
owners of big stores, was quite 
ignoramt of the passion and the 
people who killed God. 

1 do not disregard the time 
span, psychological and _histori- 
cal, . between the rivalry of 
Judaism and Christianity: at the 
end of the Roman Empire and 
the social conflicts of today. But 
if one forgets this religious 
antagonism, one cannot under- 
stand why and how Jews have 
beconre throughout the centuries 
the scapegoat of Christian 
societies, responsible for all mis- 
fortunes and an object of the 
desire for vengeance or expiation. 


“nvironment 


The Jews owe their cohesion, 
their capacity to survive, both to 
the uncompromising nature of 
their fanh in a God who ts 
unique and to the constant 
opposition of the world around 
them. The culture of the Jewish 
communities was profoundly 
influenced by that of the nations 
in whose milieux they were living, 
but the study of the Bible and the 
Talmud Commentaries, the intel- 
lectual growth resulting from 
beliefs and tradition, left their 
mark on the minds of the Jewish 
population. It was these varied 
circumstances that later on came 
to be described as the genius of a 
people. 

Yet do not let us go too far ; 
hereditary gifts are not uniformly 
spread throughout the human 
species. The Jews, it can cer- 
tainly be said. are gifted for meta- 
physical speculation, for mathe-

matics, for commerce: they are 
not renowned as soldiers, in 
agriculture, or as creative artists. 
Obviously one would not wish to 
infer that all Jews possess these 
gifts or this absence of gifts, onc 
means, or one ought to mean by 
this that the number of those who 
are gifted or not gifted by this 
or that is proportionately higher 
among Jews than among non- 
Jews. Such a hypothesis is difh- 
cult to prove ; it is neither borne 
out by the facts nor contradicted 
by them. Now having become 
full citizens, at which point do 
Jews lose the singularities on 
which they have proudly drawn 
and for which -non-Jews have 
either given them credit or 
debit ? 


Double Assessment 


The present era of more or 
less complete freedom has lasted 
about a century for the European 
group of nations, markedly less 
in the eastern part of the old 
continent. The Hitlerian fury 
had its impact on all Jews, 
Orthodox or  non-observant, 
faithful to the law of their fathers 
or completely detached. At the 
present time, a Jew has to define 
his position by a double assess- 
ment: with regard to his religion 
and his tradition, on the one 
hand, and with regard to Israel 
on the other. For the existence 
of Israel, far from solving the 
Jewish problem, has given it an 
added dimension. 

In effect, although it is normal 
for a Frenchman of the Jewish 
religion to seek to be at one and 
the same time both a full citizen 
and also faithful to the syna- 
gogue, he could not legitimately 
claim to be both a citizen of 
Isracl and a citizen of France. 
Each of us has a country and a 
religion. No one can possibly 
have two countries. The Jew 
who feels himself politically loyal 
to Israel has the strict obligation 
to square his conduct with his 
sentiments, that is to say~te 


emigrate to the Holy Land. To 
make the point clear: it is nor- 
mal, probably inevitable, that 
most Jews should have for the 


work of their coreligionists in 
Isracl sympathy, admiration, 
respect. It would be surprising 


if it were otherwise, and even, to 
be honest, just a lithe shocking. 
| feel myself very far from those 
European Jews (there are some 
of them) who are basically hostile 
to Israel because tt may provide 
a new argument for possible per- 
secutors in the future. But I feel 
also quite far from those Euro- 
pean Jews who did not wish to 
become citizens of Israel and who 
yet believe themselves to be 
bound to take part in favouring 
Isracl in all circumstances. As 
France has been, in recent years, 
in almost permanent conflict 
with the Moslem world, this 
double loyalty, to France and to 
Isracl, has not created an issue of 
conscience. One of my acquaint- 
ances is a French journalist of 
Jewish ongin. Hostile to the 
Sinai Campaign and to the 
Anglo-French expedition to Suez, 
he was reproached for his attitude 
by the directors of his paper. 
“How can you, a Jew,” they 
asked him, “leave to us the task 
of justifying Israel ?” The reply 
was that citizenship ts indivisible. 
One does not feel bound 
to approve Israch diplomacy 
because it is that of Israel. 


Liberal Century 


Personally, if [ am asked what 
conclusion draw from the 
experience of the liberal century, 
1 would not hesitate: the con- 
clusion | would draw would be 
exactly the opposite to the 
opinion most frequently held. 
The Jewish communities would 
not have been able to resist a 
continuation of this experience, 
Not that numbers of Jews would 
not have remained belicvers and 
practising, faithful to the Bible 
and the Talmud Commentaries,

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But most of them would have 
been won over by rational and 
critical thought. More and more 
unaware of a tradition clearly 
Jewish, they would have been 
less and less noticed by their 
compatriots, Jews can become 
“French like the others” or 
“German like the others,” even 
if, taken collectively, they are in 
process of becoming, in Isracl, 
a nation like the others. 

Isracl is a democratic State 
and a secular nation which was 
created by men who, for the most 
part, believed more in the Bible 
than in God. The first genera- 
tion of Israeli pioneers, coming 
from Russia and Poland, reacted 
against the antisemitism of their 
railicux rather like modern 
nationalists and not at all as 
proud descendants of the Syriac 
civilisation, to use Arnold Toyn- 
bee’s terminology. They wanted 
a country of their own because 
the population among whom 
they lived refused to allow them 
to belong to the country on 


whose soil they were living and 
whose language they were speak- 
ing. 

A secular State of which reli- 
gion is the cement, a State 
apparently religious § whose 
founders were non-believing, 
nearer to Spinoza than to Maimo- 
nides, Israel is a permanent 
paradox. Is it a stage in sacred 
history, the reconstruction of the 
Temple, the proof that God does 
not abandon His people and that 
prophecy is in the process of 
being fulfilled ? For the most 
part, Orthodox people do not 
know what construction to put 
upon the State of Israel, since it 
is at first sight an episode in 
secular history and does not 
herald, with the return to Jeru- 
salem, the end of history and the 
salvation of humanity at last 
united. Also, certain Orthodox 
elements are reticent in their atti- 
tude to Israel, because, concerned 
about the spiritual destiny of 
Judaism, they are afraid for the 
degradation of a faith, in their 


eyes sublime, in political 
fanaticism. 

For the moment, the creation 
of Israel has not markedly modi- 
fied the situation of Jews in 
Western Europe and in_ the 
United States. Israel has 
awakened in French opinion 
sympathies which are sometimes 
bewildering to Frenchmen of 
Jewish origin. The memory of 
a large-scale massacre inhibits 
the open expression of a hatred 
of which recent cvents have 
shown the possible and tragic 
result. Thus, the accession of 
M. René Mayer or of M. 
Mendés-France to the Premicr- 
ship of France did not provoke 
reactions comparable to those 
which were unleashed in 1936 
when Léon Blum assumed the 
premiership. M. Michel Debre 
is perhaps unpopular, as is quite 
normal for close collaborators of 
a great man, but one does not 
reproach him for being (and it is 
not at all widely known that he 
is) a grahdson of a rabbi.

A secular nation? Would these Isracli soldiers at their morning prayers 
subscribe to this ? 


What, the reader might ask, is 
my definition of antisemitism ? 
Let me reply at first indirectly: 
antipathy. to such and such a 
trait, intellectual or moral, which 
Jews are alleged to have, does 
not suffice to define an anti- 
semite. Nor would | call ant- 
semites such authors as Toynbee 
or Simone Weil who interpret, in 
their way, the essential character 
of a people, their rehgion ofr 
Jewish culture. According to 
Toynbee, the Jews are fossils ot 
a Syriac civilisation who, over 
some 2,000 years, have created 
nothing, and seem to be the 
initiators of politico-religious 
fanaticism. Even Simone Weil 
put the Jews on the wrong side 
of the barncade, on the side of 
the Roman conquerors, the State 
authorities, and totalitarianism, 
while she placed the Greeks and 
Christians on the side of charity, 
of salvation through grace—on 
the side of the pure people. 


Antisemitism 


[ myself. distinguish — three 
kinds of antisemitism, which I 
will call religious, political, and 
“ affected.” Religious antisemi- 
tism@ is that which denounces the 
God-killing people,” in which 
Jules Isaac sees, to my mind 
rightly, the origin of all the 
others. Christians have contri- 
buted to its spread because Jews, 
in their eyes, are Pharisees and 
unbelievers who have not ack- 
nowledged Christ and who con- 
tinue to adhere to the Law, 
although for 2,000 years it has 
been preserved and cxtended 
through the Gospels. 

Ihe political antisemite is one 
who refuses to accord Jews civic 
equality, full or complete partici- 
pation in the rights and obliga- 
tions of citizenship. The State 
antisemitism of Maurras belonged 
to this category. Maurras would 
neither have ordered nor approved 
of the execution of Jews, but 
according to his doctrine, he 
would established = a 
numerus Clausus that would have 
banned Jews from certain pro- 
fessions and the exercise of 
certain privileges. This political 
antisemitism invokes divers argu- 
ments which all refer back to the 
“ distinctiveness ” of the Jewish 
individual contrasted with indi- 
viduals of other nationalities. In 
the eyes of Maurras, who was 
not a racialist, the Jews always 
represented a foreign element in 
the national body. 

By “ affected antisemitism,” I 
mean the hate or expressed con- 
tempt for Jews as a group. It is 
patent that the most diverse 
reasons can determine such senti- 
ments. The circumstances which 
are at the origin of “ affected 


antisemitism” of a particular 
individual or group can be 


‘ studied in each case. 


The racialism of the Hitlerites 
embraces these three categories 
at the same time, But a biologi- 
cal phenomenon would transform 
hate into homicidal mania. It 
was no longer sufficient for 
Hitler and his like to drive out 
Jews-—as antisemites would have 
done for political reasons—it 
was necessary to exterminate 
them as a noxious species, not 
because they had crucified the 
Messiah but perhaps because 
Jesus had come from their race. 

This article, to my mind, does 
not admit of any conclusion. I 
wanted in it to establish or to 
attempt to establish responsibility 
in this tragic history. On the 
contradictions of the Jewish con- 
science, on the paradox of 
believers who love God above 
all men and who hold themselves 
to be the chosen people, all has 
been said and continuously 
repeated. I have reread the 
Tractatus Theologicus Politi- 
cus” of Spinoza and I. believe 
that nations are distinguished one 
from another, having regard to 
the social régime and the laws 
under which they live and are 
governed, but that “ everyone, 
Gentiles as much as Jews, have 
lived under the Law, I speak 
only of that which concerns true 
virtue, not of that which is estab- 
lished according to each State,” 


Sartre’s View 


I believe more than ever that in 
regard to understanding and true 
virtue, no nation ts distinct from 
another. . . . Today, then, Jews 
have absolutely nothing to arro- 
gate to themselves which would 
put them above all nations. 
Nothing, I would add, except 
misfortune ; nothing which any 
more gives them an inferior status 
to other nations. 

I have never been a militant 
supporter of leagues against 
antisemitism. It is not for us 
Jews to boast our merits or to 
denounce those who do not love 
us. In my capacity as an indi- 
vidual I invoke the night of being 
a Frenchman without betraying 
my ancestors, without renouncing 
my religion, even if, in fact, I no 
longer adhere to it. The rest 
does not depend on me ; the rest 
does not depend on us, 

At the end of his essay on the 
Jewish question, Jean-Paul Sartre 
cites the coloured writer, Richard 
Wright, as saying: “ There is no 
colour problem in the United 
States, only a white problem,” 
Jean-Paul Sartre adds: “ We will 
say in the same way that anti- 
semitism is not a Jewish prob- 
lem: it is our problem.” 
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MY GRANDMOTHER’S HANDS 


Y mother’s parents lived in 
M Spitalficlds, my father’s 

in Bethnal Green. My 
two grandmothers were the pre- 
siding figures of my childhood, 
demi-deitics who loomed, one at 
each end of the halls of my mind, 
and to whom all others, even my 
parents, were subordinate. 

How different these’ two 
women were, one from the other! 
My mother’s mother was always 
laughing. When I turned the 
street corner I could see her 
beaming smile from a hundred 
yards away memory repre- 
sents her:as always sitting in a 
wooden kitchen chair in front of 
her house — and, my heart thump- 
ing with excitement, | would 
break away from my parents and 
run faster and faster until I was 
in her lap. to me her voice 
seemed to be made of laughter. 

My father’s mother was gaunt 
She, too, 
always met me with a smile, but 
the smile was haunted by sadness 
and anxiety. She was quiet—my 
Spitalfields booba reigned over her 
house like a confident queen, and 
it was a house full of her children, 
wonderful uncles and aunts who 
threw me ip the air, hugged me, 
deafened me with a conflict of

greetings and overwhelmed me 
with sweets, presents, outings ; 
but my Bethnal Green booba sat 
alone in a_ silent back room 
behind her husband's shop, hands 
folded in her lap, a woman who 
had always accepted that her 
place in life was to serve and say 
little-—-she was quiet, and her 
quict voice was high and queru- 
lous. 
* * * 


The one drew me like a mag- 
net. Every day of my child’s life 
I wanted to be taken to her, to 
rush into the warmth of her lap, 
to laugh joyfully at her jokes and 
teasing, to be led indoors by her 
for the invariable meal of wel- 
come—a boiled egg and a thickly 
buttered beigel. The other 
children are selfish-—-it was a 
duty to go to her. 

I went mute and apathetic to 
my father’s mother. I stood, 
unresponding and resigned, while 
she put her big hands one on cach 
side of my head and kissed me. 
She kissed me with hunger, and 
she muttered Yiddish endear- 
ments that 1 did not understand, 


_ as if she were speaking to herself, 


and in a voice that even beneath 
its welcome always sounded

heartbroken. She had to hold me 
so, for sometimes | squirmed and 
made it known that the sensation 
of being kissed was disagreeable. 

One Sunday--I was six of 
seven years old —we set out from 
Dalston to visit her. It happened 
to be one of those days when, 
without any provocation,. | had 
entered into a state of stubborn 
and persistent conflict with my 
parents, I was an affectionate 
creature, but like all small chil- 
dren except those uncommonly 
placid or timid, | passed through 
phases when I was visited by a 
blind and absolute compulsion to 
match my will against theirs. 
Poor children! How much adult 
anger or lamentation they draw 
upon themselves when they are in 
this state! Yet it is their normal 
adjustment to the condition of 
man. When I see a child with red 
and tear-smudged face, uttering 
those astonishing screams that 
can be heard at the end of the 
Street, stamping its feet and defy- 
ing the grown-up giants who con- 
front it, see the = stubborn 
struggle of innocent free will 
against the (to it) novel and 
unreasonable forces of social 
necessity. Intermittently the child 
renews its struggle, but with 


diminishing ferocity, until it sub- 
mits or comes peaceably to terms. 
and thus assumes the shape of the 
adult animal it will become. 

I had made trouble at the 
breakfast table, the issue being 
whether I should eat the porridge 
my mother had made, or whether 
my mother should cook the 
sausages I wanted. My mother 
had given way. I had refused to 
wear my sailor suit and, purely : ; 
a caprice, a demonstration of 
strength, had demanded to be 
allowed to wear my red jersey. | 
had wearied my parents into 
surrender. Now, when the time 
came to start out for Bethnal 
Green, I began to weep and 
scream that I wanted to go to 
Spitalfields. 

* * * 


My father took charge. He 
lifted me on to a chair so that I 
stood more or less face to face 
with him. and gave me to under- 
stand that we were going to Beth- 
nal Green. The only choice open 
to me was whether | went 
smacked or unsmacked. I scru- 
tinised his expression-—I see 
children nowadays doing the 
same thing, their own counten- 
ances so fluid with calculation 


and decision, so transparently 
cunning—--wondering if was 
facing an unbreakable grown-up 
decree or if another screaming fit 
would bring me victory, A 
moment later [| climbed down 
from the chair and asked if we 
could go on the top of a bus 
instead of in a tram. 


* * 


When we reached my grand- 
mother’s, she was alone. My 
grandfather, something of a soli- 
tary philosopher, had. gone for 
one of his contemplative walks to 
Victoria Park. I submitted to the 
usual embrace. When my parents 
urged me to “ give booha a kiss ” 
1 dabbed a brief and graceless 
kiss upon her cheek and wriggled 
free. to sit with swinging legs on 
the sofa of cracked black leather- 
ette that occupied the length of 
one wall of her kitchen. She and 
my parents talked. It would not 
be true to say that I became lost 
in my own thoughts... A child 
never does this. A child is a 
small animal whose five senses 
are always active. My mind must 
have taken in everything they 
said, without attention, yet raking 
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through every sentence for new 
data about the adult world. My 
eyes examined the room = so 
minutely that today, thirty-five 
years later, I can remember every 
detail. I was always fascinated 
as if for the first time by the 
photograph on the mantelpiece of 
my uncle Hymie in his wartime 
uniform. I always read, with 
absorption and with pride in my 
ability, the sheets of newspaper 
which were spread over the oil- 
cloth on the table. I can still 
remember and analyse the smell 
of that room——Bethnal Green air 
gritty with railway smoke, the 
smell of soup boiling on the gas 
stove, the smell of the chicken- 
run in the yard, the smell of the 
newsprint on the table. All the 
time boredom, like a living inde- 
pendent thing over which I had 
no command, grew in me, a 
pressure in my breast and bowels. 


* * * 


From time to time I would 
caich my grandmother's eye. 
and she would offer me some- 
thing. “Nemm a sweet, little 
one.” “Nenu a nice biscuit.” 
Fannele ~—this to my mother 
“let me give him a glass of nice 
warm milk.” With a child’s skill 
at snubbing I would look at her 
without any emotion at all, and 
say nothing. If my father or 
mother said: “Answer your 
booba,” 1 would speak a few 
words in a voice of dead wood. 
If a sweet was offered, I would 
take it, without thanks unless 
they were forced from me by my 
parents, and eat it stolidly. I did 
not dishke my grandmother. |! 
was not frightened by her. If | 
had been asked, I would have 
sakd with honesty that I loved 
her. But she had not the talent, 
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poor good woman, to entertain a 
child. There were no excitements 
in her house. I dangled my legs 
from the sofa, I crawled under 
the table to stroke the old black 
cat, I roamed in my grandfather's 
cobbler’s shop, diverted for a 
little while by the gloom, the 
smell of leather and iron, the mar- 
vellous, to-be-explored shapes of 
lasts and broken shoes, the cash 
box with its brass slot through 
which I could drop pennies to 
hear them clink, the pictures 
on enamelled tin plates that 
advertised Nugget and Cherry 
Blossom. But all the time bore- 
dom grew, and with it a tearful 
anger, that only ten minutes’ walk 
away was the house of my other 
grandmother, that place of joy 
where, from the moment of my 
arrival, | would be bombarded 
with good things. A child’s love 
goes to the highest bidder. 

1 went back into the kitchen. 
| leaned on my mother’s knee and 
tugged at her sleeve. She took no 
notice. I whispered to her. She 
shushed me. My desperation 
grew. I wondered if | dared 
scream to be taken to Spitalfields. 
I had done this before success- 
fully. But I caught a glance from 
my father. | was an expert reader 
of my father’s expressions, and | 
held my peace. 

My fidgeting could not have 
gone unnoticed. by my grand- 
mother. Each week (I know 
now) she waited for us to come. 
Every minute of our stay was 
precious to her, and of the four 
of us (my sister, who was then 
only a small bundle wrapped in a 
woollen shawl, was present -but 
does not otherwise come into this 
story) it was her grandchildren 
who brought her most joy. Each 
time she looked at me she smiled, 


that timid smile with a lifetime of 
pain behind it, undeterred by the 
scowl of infant brutality that she 
received in return. 


At last she thought of some- 
thing to hold my attention, to 
win me over. She went out into 
the yard and came back with a 
live fish in a bowl of water. She 
had for many years preserved 
the ways of der Heim. And she 
was fanatically insistent on purity 
and freshness in the food she 
bought. ‘She spent her days 
looking for the freshest eggs, the 
best bread, and the finest meat ; 
and she always bought live fish. 


She put the bowl down in front 
of me and smiled encouragement. 
The fish fascinated me. Lithe, 
its subtle, gleaming scales of 
dark - blue - barred - with - black 
appealing to my poignant child’s 
perception of colour, it darted 
swiftly round round the 
bowl. It had the air of giving a 
performance, flicking its fine tail 
with bravura, opening and shut- 
ting its gills, and every few 
seconds coming straight at me as 
if to outstare me with its bold, 
small eyes. 


* * 


For seconds I sat over the fish- 
bowl. Then through my absorp- 
tion there penetrated a thought, 
that [| was the victim of a 
grown-up tactic. I got up, said 
* Silly old fish.” and walked out 
through the shop into the street. 


| had acted on impulse but 
(like many a grown-up) I now 
realised that I had put myself 
into a position which I must main- 
tain. I must refuse to go back 
into the house. It was not that 
1 wanted to behave in this way: 
simply, | had become the prisoner 


of my own gesture, of my need 
to be stubborn. 

My parents did not worry 
about me at first. When I was 
small, we were all children of the 
streets, our only playgrounds. 
And I had plenty to interest me. 
The gutters were full of rubbish 
from the Sunday morning market 
-——pages of print to pick up and 
read, crates and cardboard boxes 
to kick to pieces. From time to 
time a great shire horse, return- 
ing perhaps to the railway 
company’s stables from some 
special week-end delivery, came 
plodding down the strect, the 
empty cart rattling behind it, 
steelshod hooves crashing on the 
cobbles, harness jingling, ahe 
burly carter as often as not walk- 
ing on foot beside his horse. 
Barefoot slum boys came running 
and whooping past—I used to 
envy them for being barefoot and 
for being allowed to wear such 
exciting, ragged, dirty clothes. 


* * 


Then my grandfather came 
home. I greeted him eagerly and 
gave him a warm kiss. I was 
fond of him for his manliness 
and his moustache and the tales 
he told me. It was my chance 
to make peace without disgrace, 
to keep my little paw in his hand 
and trot indoors at his side. 
Perhaps I wanted to. But a fatal 
spurt of obstinacy prevailed. | 
stayed outside. 

He must have spoken to the 
others about me. A few minutes 
later my mother came out, and 
invited me to come inside like a 
good boy. I went mute. She 
asked me gently what was the 
matter, and I whined that I 
wanted to go to my other bvoba. 
She snapped, “Wait!” and 
went inside. 

Time passed, the afternoon 
grew cold, a new boredom seized 
me and | sat on the wooden 
doorstep feeling sorry for myself.

problem of Jewish collective 

existence has assumed aspects 
which hitherto never accrued to 
it. This can be accounted for in 
several ways. 

(1) Up to the modern era, it 
was generally impossible for man 
to regard himself as an individual 
in his own right. Nor could his 
fellow-man regard him as such. 
Whether modern times began 
with the Renaissance, as Burck- 
hardt would have it, or with the 
rise Of Protestantism, or with 
the French Revolution and the 
affirmation of the rights of man, 
as others suggest, it is clear that 
only when the individual came 
into his own right, vis-d-vis his- 
tory and religious consciousness, 
only when he was no longer 
evaluated from the outset in terms 
of the specific political, ethnical, 
or religious body to which he 
belonged—only then he 
afforded the possibility of judging 
himself in terms of himself. Nor 
could the community have judged 
him on his own merits until these 
conditions obtained. 

This change had considerable 
repercussions on the Jewish 
world. Only when men won 
recognition as individuals could 
Jews demand recognition of their 
rightful status, a status to which 
every man as a citizen and as a 


I the modern world, the 


human being has a right, regard- 
less of his peculiar heritage as a 
member of a specific ethnic and 
religious grouping. Once Jews 
were seen to belong to the human 
universe, they emerged as indi- 
viduals possessing the status of 
individuals demanding acknow- 
ledgment of the rights inherent 
in this status. 

In a sense this change released 
the non-Jewish world from a 
peremptory collective evaluation 
of the Jews. To the Jews it like- 
wise brought some measure of 
release, since the Jew was no 
longer bound to identify his 
responsibility for his own lot with 
his responsibility for the destiny 
of his people. Nor were his rela- 
tions with the Gentile environ- 
ment necessarily bound up with 
the relations between the Jewish 
community and the Christian and 
Moslem worlds. 

(2) For the Jewish community, 
whose cohesion is due not to 
territorial, lingual, or political 
bonds but to historical, religious, 
and cultural ties that are not 
always Operative, modern 
individualism spells possible 
atomisation. The paradox of 
collective Jewish existence in the 
modern world consists in this : 
owing to the primarily religious 
essence of their collective life,

I did 
not dislike my grandmother. | 
was not frightened by her. If | 
had been asked, I would have 
said with honesty that I loved 
her. But she had not the talent. 
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poor good woman, to entertain a 
child. There were no excitements 
in her house. I dangled my legs 
from the sofa, I crawled under 
the table to stroke the old black 
cat, | roamed in my grandfather's 
cobbler’s shop, diverted for a 
little while by the gloom, the 
smell of leather and iron, the mar- 
vellous, to-be-explored shapes of 
lasts and broken shoes, the cash 
box with its brass slot through 
which I could drop pennies to 
hear them clink, the pictures 
on enamelled tin plates that 
advertised Nugget and Cherry 
Blossom. But all the time bore- 
dom grew, and with it a tearful 
anger, that only ten minutes’ walk 
away was the house of my other 
grandmother, that place of joy 
where, from the moment of my 
arrival, | would be bombarded 
with good things. A child’s love 
goes to the highest bidder. 

1 went back into the kitchen. 
| leaned on my mother’s knee and 
tugged at her sleeve. She took no 


notice. I whispered to her. She 
shushed me. My _ desperation 
grew. | wondered if I dared 


scream to be taken to Spitalfields. 
| had done this before success- 
fully. But | caught a glance from 
my father. I was an expert reader 
of my father’s expressions, and | 
held my peace. 

My fidgeting could not have 
gone unnoticed by my grand- 
mother. Each week (I know 
now) she waited for us to come. 
Every minute of our stay was 
precious to her, and of the four 
of us (my sister, who was then 
only a small bundle wrapped in a 
woollen shawl, was present but 
does not otherwise come into this 
story) it was her grandchildren 
who brought her most joy. Each 
time she looked at me she smiled, 


that timid smile with a lifetime of 
pain behind it, undeterred by the 
scowl of infant brutality that she 
received in return. 


At last she thought of some- 
thing to hold my attention, to 
win me over. She went out into 
the yard and came back with a 
live fish in a bowl of water. She 
had for many years preserved 
the ways of der Heim. And she 
was fanatically insistent on purity 
and freshness in the food she 
bought. ‘She spent her days 
looking for the freshest eggs, the 
best bread, and the finest meat ; 
and she always bought live fish. 


She put the bow! down in front 
of me and smiled encouragement. 
The fish fascinated me.  Lithe, 
its subtle, gleaming scales of 
dark - blue - barred - with - black 
appealing to my poignant child's 
perception of colour, it darted 
swiftly round and round the 
bowl. It had the air of giving a 
performance, flicking its fine tail 
with bravura, opening and shut- 
ting its gills, and every few 
seconds coming straight at me as 
if to outstare me with its bold. 
small eyes.

For seconds I sat over the fish- 
bowl. Then through my absorp- 
there penetrated a thought, 
that | was the victim of a 
grown-up tactic. I got up, said 
“ Silly old fish,” and walked out 
through the shop into the street. 


1 had acted on impulse but 
(like many a grown-up) I now 
realised that I had put myself 
into a position which I must main- 
tain. I must refuse to go back 
into the house. It was not that 
| wanted to behave in this way: 
simply, | had become the prisoner 


of my own gesture, of my need 
to be stubborn. 

My parents did not worry 
about me at first. When I was 
small, we were all children of the 
streets, our only playgrounds. 
And I had plenty to interest me. 
The gutters were full of rubbish 
from the Sunday morning market 
—pages of print to pick up and 
read, crates and cardboard boxes 
to kick to pieces. From time to 
time a great shire horse, return- 
ing perhaps to the railway 
company’s stables from some 
special week-end delivery, came 
plodding down the street, the 
empty cart rattling behind it, 
steelshod hooves crashing on the 
cobbles, harness jingling, the 
burly carter as often as not walk- 
ing on foot beside his horse. 
Barefoot slum boys came running 
and whooping past—I used to 
envy them for being barefoot and 
for being allowed to wear such 
exciting, ragged, dirty clothes.

Then my grandfather came 
home.

Tears stung my cyes. 

My father came out. He said: 
“Don't be silly. Come inside. 
Talk to your booba and zaida.” 
I muttered that I wanted to go to 
my other booba, He said, “ Come 
inside, booba’s got some nice 
pletzels and hot milk for you.” 
1 was suddenly famished at the 
mention of the soft, delicious 
rolls strewn with poppy-seeds, 
but I said that I was not hungry. 
He asked me if I wanted a good 
smacking. I scowled at him. He 
took me by the shoulder and 
started to drag me in. I uttered 
a preliminary howl. He ket me 
go. We faced each other. 

1 was well aware of his prob- 
lem. He was no believer in 
spoiling children and did not want 
to let me get my own way, par- 
ticularly when that way involved 
behaving rudely. On the other 
hand, if I was dragged inside 
crying, and screaming that I 
wanted to go to Spitalfields, it 
would hurt my grandparents— 
not only on their own behalf but 
on mine, for they could not bear 
to see me in tears. At last he 
said, “ Come inside and sit for a 
few minutes like a good boy, and 
then we'll go.”

I was contented. I went inside, 
sat politely but threateningly on 
the sofa for a little while, then 
stood up ta join in the goodbyes. 
I knew that I had won. . I knew, 
too, that my grandmother knew 
what had happened.

‘Jews are obliged to observe reli- 


gious practices in a world that is 
essentially secular. Consequenily, 
Jewish collective existence pre- 
sents far graver problems today 
than ever before. The conditions 
prevailing in the spiritual climate 
of the ancient and = medicval 
worlds rendered membership in a 
body permeated by religious 
values and organised tn religious 
frameworks, a matter of course. 

Thus, for example, Cyrus's 
Declaration (the 2,500th anniver- 
sary of which takes place this 
year) was in effect but an 
expressed acknowledgment of the 
Jews as a distinct congregation of 
believers within the universe of 
worshippers, with a distinct pat- 
tern of organised worship. In 
the modern era, on the other 
hand, characterised as it is, by the 
secularisation of many spheres 
of life, to live in the present and 
share the life of the times ts to be 
drawn towards secularism. Yet 
the Jew, if he seeks to maintain 
his historical distinctiveness, must 
observe a religious way of life. 
This means that as a Jew he must 
swim against the main current of 
human history, a current which, 
as a human being, he cannot but 
seck to swim along with. 


The Jews were afforded a par- 
tial solution to their dilemma by 
the idea of nationalism. By having 
recourse to this idea, Jews sought 
to translate the essence of their 
collective existence into the idiom 
of modern nationalism, that 1s, 
into the notions of self-determina- 
tion, cultural and __ political 
autonomy, and so on. In order 
to fit into the pattern of world 
events the Jewish community 
espoused the universal concept 
of nationalism as a_ principle 
applicable to all world citizens— 
individuals and communities 
alike. 

And this principle was to serve 
as a new mould for Jewish col- 
lective existence. By virtue of its 
inner dialectic. the idea of 
nationalism is compatible with 
world-citizenship, even though 
the mode in which each com- 
munity participates in human 
affairs necessarily differs with 
respect to its particular territorial, 
cultural, and political frame- 
works. and thus involves some 
separation from the world at 
large. 

The principle of nationalism 
was taken to imply the equal nght 
of diverse bodies to national 
existence, that 1s to a certain legiti- 
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mate measure of distinct, separate 
modes of existence. There can 
be no doubt that the adoption 
of the idea of nationalism aroused 
a keen historical sense in Jews, 
despite the no less obvious 


impossibility of agcounting 
exhaustively and ely 
for the unique nature and history 
of Jewish collective existence ‘in 
terms of this idea of nationalism. 


Unique Combination 


The collective existence of the 
Jewish people is constituted by a 
unique combination of religious, 
historical, ethnical, and social 
factors. It would therefore be 
wrong to equate it with its politi- 
cal manifestations, just as it 
would be wrong to confine it to a 
traditional, patterned way of life, 
or to a cultural heritage, or to a 
religious code of personal and 
social conduct. Nevertheless, to 
the extent that at one level of its 
collective existence Jewry was a 
manifestation of nationhood in 
the accepted sense of the term, it 
was possible to adapt the prin- 
ciple of nationalism to Jewish 
reality and thus to find a certain 
solution to the problem facing the 
Jews, namely the problem of how 
to maintain a distinct and sep- 
arate mode of existence which 


_ would permit participation in the 
world at large to which Jews 


belonged as human beings. 

(3) At the same time, the 
adoption of the principle | of 
nationalism and its adaptation to 
Jewish reality, created yet another 


problem which demanded solu- 


tion. Measured against the yard- 


Stick of national existence, Jewry 


_ was considered by some people to 


meet the requirements of nation- 
hood just as it was, without any 
modifications, whereas others felt 
that new conditions must be 


_ created and added to the existing 


ones in order that the people 


, might become a nation in the 


strict, well-defined sense. This 


conflict of opinion became a 


major bone of contention, as is 
evidenced by even a CUrsory 
perusal of — nineteenth-century 


Jewish letters. 


Common Heritage 


Ranged on one side were those 
protagonists who, pointing to 
the common historical heritage 


of the Jewish people and to the 


well-defined, ‘fixed patterns of its 
daily life, dictated by a common 


rehizgion. They claimed that these. 


factors clearly constituted — the 
Jewish people as a nation. On the 
other side were those who objected 
to the introduction of the modern 
dea of nationalism into Jewish 
reality on the grounds that it was 
wrong to reduce the foundations 
of Jewish historical experience to 
the modern, predominantly poli- 
cal, notion of nationalism. 

The latter view drew an explicit 
line of distinction between the 
national aspects of Jewish exist- 
ence and its religious and cultural 
constituent elements. But even 
the proponents of the view that 
nationalism was inherent in the 
historical experience of the 
Jewish people, noted that this 
experience in itself was inade- 
quate and must be supplemented 
by the requisites of nationhood in 
the strict sense of the term, 
namely, a common territory, a 
living, spoken language, or an 
internationally recognised State 
and a body of political and 
juridical law. 

Now it was no longer a ques- 
tion of guaranteeing Judaism a 
recognised place in the universe 
of religious worship, but of win- 
ning recognition for the Jewish 
community's status in terms of 
contemporary juridical and poli- 
tical concepts. Jewish nationalism 
demanded juridieal recognition 


of its inherent characteristics and 
dynamic recognition of its mght 
to create the additional conditions 
requisite for fully-fledged nation- 
hood, with the aid of political and 
legal recognition such as was 
afforded by the Balfour Declara- 
tion. The Balfour Declaration 
acknowledges, albeit indirectly, 
the existence of an ethnic Jewish 
community possessing legiti- 
mate right to the Land of Israel, 
and promises to create the condi- 
tions requisite for establishing 
and maintaining this community. 


Tacit Recognition 


There are two distinct manifes- 
tations of the recognition which 
separate Jewish existence has won 
in the modern world. De facto 
recognition has been given to the 
autonomous existence of the 
Jewish religion with respect to its 
public modes of organisation— 
its institutions such as the rabbin- 
ate and the synagogue. This, in 
turn, implies a tacit recognition of 
Judaism as a religion, that is, as 
one variety of religious experi- 
ence and practice, or as one of the 
historical monotheistic religions, 

There are even some sporadic 
indications of a tendency to blur 
hard and distinctions 
inherited from the Middle Ages 
so as to bring into relief the 
analogies and approximation 
between the monotheistic reli- 
gions in general and between 
Judaism and Christianity in par- 
ticular. The traditional attitude 
still holds its own, however, and 


is defended by such spokesmen 


as Arnold Toynbee. The over- 
whelming victory of religious 
toleration had its: cffect on the 
status and lot of Judaism. Either 
tolerance favoured the right of 
the Jewish faith and believers to 
distinct existence on the grounds 
that there are many ways of 
understanding the world and as 
many ways of embodying this 
understanding in. patterns of 
behaviour or worship : or, tolera- 
tion implied the realisation that 
even granting there is but one 
objectively true world-outlook, 
one still cannot impose it by 
force. 


Toleration 


For religious toleration respects 
the. subjective truth of the wor- 
shipping subject's. convictions, 
even if it deems the tenets of his 
belicf objectively invalid. Pdlitical 
toleration sponsored by the con- 
viction that man, as man, has a 
rightful place in the world regard- 
less of his religious or historical 
heritage, granted Jews political 
equality and the right to observe 
their religion as they saw fit or 
as best they could under the novel 
conditions created by the histori- 
cal process. Of the manifold 
manifestations of the recognition 
accorded the Jews, the majority 
are de facto and only a few are 
de jure. Swill, in the present-day 
world the weight of de facto 
recognition, even when unaccom- 
panied by de jure recognition, is 
considerable. De jure recognition 
does not necessarily involve de 
facto recognition, Nor, con- 
versely, does de facto recognition 
presuppose de jure recognition. 

Nevertheless, so far as the 
existence of the Jewish com- 
munity as such goes, that ts to 
say in so far as it is not only a 
matter of the individual members 
who identify themselves with the 
community, de facto recognition 
is precluded from the outset. 
Even peoples who are, and have 
been, concentrated in one terri- 
tory an? have maintained the 
continuity of their patterns of 
collective life could not maintain 
their clearly defined moulds of 
communal existence openly and 
autonomously were they to be 
denied de jure recognition. The 
present-day endeavours on the 
part of peoples to be accorded 
political acknowledgement, for 
example, membership of . the 
United Nations, represent efforts 


to express and to realise in prac- 
tice the de jure recognition of thé 
collective existence of nations. 

The dialects of the de jure 
recognition of Jewish collective 
existence as expressed the 
establishment and acknowledge- 
ment of the State of Israel are 
connected with the non-Jewish 
world’s realisation that in the 
eyes of its enemies a: Jewish 
community indeed exists. The 
truth of Herzl’s saying that a 
people is a community with a 
common enemy, once emerged 
in its most degrading and brutal 
form. horrifying common 
enemy wreaked destruction upon 
European Jewry, intent on exter- 
minating the Jews as Jews and 
annihilating the Jewish com- 
munity. 


Infamous Wrong 


The de jure recognition which 
was accorded the Jewish people, 
in a sense constituted an attempt 
to redress the infamous wrong 
that had been inflicted upon them 
by their enemies. The existence of 
the Jewish community, known to 
us as a living experience, became 
palpably evident to our environ- 
ment as well. However, the 
Jewish people which was 
accorded de jure recognition was 
not the sanie people that had 
fought for it. The people had lost 
that part of itself which over a 
period of four generations had 
erected all the great milestones of 
its history. European Jewry was 
no more. Our sense of continuity 
with European Jewry, our sense 
of guilt, and our humility in the 
face of their inestimable sacrifice 
cannot make up for the loss. 


We cannot perpetuate the con- 
tinuity of the people when the real 
ground of continuity ts gone. For 
those towards whom we feel 
bound do not exist. And their 
passing from the world ts due not 
to the natural changing of the 
generations which makes way for 
a new generation by removing the 
old, but is due to the utter 
annihilation of the stronghold of 
generauions. 


Or take another problematical 
aspect of de jure recognition, The 
Arab world has recognised 
neither the State of Israel in par- 
ticular, nor the existence of a 
Jewish people in general. It has 
refused to acknowledge both the 
juridical and political status of 
Israel, on the one hand,sand the 
national background in virtue of 
which the Jewish collectivity has 
a right to a-recognised status in 
the world on the other. Since 
history is evidently moving in the 
direction of ever ughter bonds, 
the recognised status accorded 
Israel as representing the collec- 
tive existence of the Jewish 
people today ts sull insecure. 


Fight to Survive 


The struggle for bare survival 
has not yet been won. We would 
like to live up to Aristotle's dicta 
that a State is established for the 
sake of life and maintained for the | 
sake of a good life. However, 
we are now at the stage when for 
the sake of a good life we must 
struggle for our very life. Conse- 
quently, in our day, the national 
life of the Jewish people is con- 
dueted at two different levels 
simultaneously ; without Jewish 
creativity there will be no Jewish 
existence. Without Jewish exist- 
ence there can be no Jewish 
creativity, 

The Jewish community is 
faced with the obligation § of 
creating a culture and maintain- 
ing its historical heritage in an 
age concerned more with techno- 
logy than with historical legacies, 
more with technicality than with 
organity, more with consump- 
tion than with tradition, more 
with immediate pleasure than 
with adherence to non-personal 
values and contents that are non- 
personal. Should the Jewish

community seck to keep pace 
with historv. it could not do so 
and still maintain its distinctive 
nature. To swim with the cur- 
rent would be to deplete its 
historical resources: To surren- 
der to the automatic sweep of 
present-day civilisation would be 
to forfeit the chance of creating 
an independent historical culture. 

There is today, and always 
will be, a difference between the 
Jews in. Israel and Jews the 
world over. The very nature of 
their existence compels the Jews 
of the Diaspora to struggle for 
their survival as Jews in an 
environment that is not Jewish. 
Whereas the struggle of the Jews 
in Isracl] for survival as Jews is 
conducted in a Jewish environ- 
ment. The former struggle does 
harbour a challenge. But the 
challenge does not alter the fact 
that the battle for frameworks 
might defeat the struggle for con- 
tent. An existence, the frame- 
work of which is guaranteed by 
its very nature, has a chance of 
achieving a renaissance of con- 
tent. To realise a renaissance is 
our human goal. That is, this 
goal transcends the more imme- 
diate one of winning the world’s 
recognition, be it de jure ofr 
de facto. The world cannot help 
us achieve a renaissance of our 
culture. The task is ours to 
shoulder. 


A Paradox 


Here again we encounter a 
paradox. The Jews in Israel are 
struggling to maintain their very 
existence as a community. Yet 
precisely through this constant 
struggle for survival they are 
afforded the chance to create 
a spiritual-national culture. 

Though, owing to their territorial 
concentration, they are somewhat 
removed from world culture, 
Jews in Israel are for this very 
reason closer to world culture 
than are Jews living in the midst 
of this culture. Unlike their 
brothers in the Diaspora, the 
Jews in Isracl can draw upon 
the culture of the world in order 
to enrich and rejuvenate their 
own, historical legacy. Not so 
Jews outside Israel; for they are 
obliged to maintain their Jewish 
culture alongside, rather than 
from within, the world’s. Terri- 
torial remoteness is a proximate 
necessity. The struggle for sur- 
vival is a creative necessity. 
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THE HIDDEN LIGHT

Study in the Religious Thinking of Rabbi Kook 


By LOUIS JACOBS 


Judaism knows of the distinction 
between the secular and the 
sacred, he once remarked, it 
knows, too, of the deeper distinc- 
tions in the degrees of the sacred 
itself. Yet with authentic mysti- 
cal fervour he tried all his life, 
sometimes without success, to 
discover the call of the sacred in 
movements, ideas, and personali- 
ties which a more rigid pietist 
could see only as secular at the 
best and as hostile to religion at 
the worst. 

Rabbi Kook was born in 
Grieva, Latvia, in 1865. As a 
young boy he exhibited all the 
signs of an infant prodigy, includ- 


ing a tremendous appetite for 
Jewish learning and the most 
scrupulous attention to his reli- 
gious duties. During his years 
at the famous Yeshiva of 
Volozhin he was recognised as 
the star pupil, admired by his 
fellow-students yet criticised by 
some of them for his insistence 
on the use of modern Hebrew in 
conversation, a severe blemish in 
certain circles in those days. His 
first appointment was to the 
Rabbinate of the little town of 
Zimel where he published an 
anonymous booklet on the laws 
of tefilin. In 1894 he became 
Rabbi of Boisk and later became 


Rabbi of Jaffa, where he gave 
every encouragement to the early 
Jewish colonists, including a 
heter which he issued to permit 
those to work on the Sabbatical 
year. This involved him in a 
good deal of controversy. 

In the summer of 1914 he left 
Palestine to pay a visit to Europe 
and here he was caught at the 
outbreak of the First World War. 
In 1916, he came to London to 
serve as the Rabbi of the Mach- 
zike Hadath, where he remained 
until he was summoned in 1919 
to lead the Ashkenazi communi- 
tics in Jerusalem. In 1921 he

was elected Chief Rabbi of Pales- 
tine, a position he occupied until 
his death in 1935. Kook was 
acclaimed during his lifetime, by 
almost every section of Jewry, 
as a profound religious thinker. 
His posthumously - published 
works have enhanced hi eputa- 
tion which is still as high as ever. 

Faced with the challenge pre- 
sented by modern science and 
technology and the cultural and 
esthetic values of the West, 
should religion somehow try to 
embrace these or is it obliged to 
turn aside from them im order 
to be true to itself ? For Kook, the 
first Chicf Rabbi of Palestine, the 
problem was far from academic. 
The draining of swamps; the 
latest agricultural techniques ; 
the fight against discase and mal- 
nutrition; the begimnings of an 
army, mavy, and ai force; 
powerful electrical instalments ; 
colossal building projects; new 
business ventures; the Hebrew 
University and the Haifa Tech- 


nion; music, drama, and pait- 
ing ; the creation of a new litera- 
ture ; statesmanship and diplo- 
macy; all these were absorbing 
the encrgies and usimg the brains 
and skills of a host of dedicated 
Jews striving desperately to bring 
a new country to birth. Behind 
it all was the ancient dream of 
the return, with its roots deep m 
the soil of religious faith. The 
problem of what the Synagogue 
had to say to all this was the 
problem, in miniature, of the role 
of religion in Western society. 
One could have adopted, of 
course, the solution of a retreat 
into the Synagogue. Life can all 
too casily be divided imto the 
areas of the sacred and the secu- 
lar; the one, the domain of faith, 
the realm im which God works, 
the other, an area best left to the 
irreligious, tainted m amy cvent 
by secularism. But quictism is a 
poor answer. Not a few reli- 
gious Jews discerned that 
Judaism teaches, to adapt 


William Temple's happy phrase, 
that God is interested in many 
things beside religion. If the new 
sirivings were not of the devil— 
and t a soul as sensitive as 
Kook’s it was impossible to see 
anything satanic about them— 
then they must be of God, with 
them praper place in His scheme 
for mankind. On the other 
hand, simply to call these activi- 
ties “ holy ” and leave it at that, 
might lead—and the danger is a 
very real one—to a debasement 
of the religious currency, to an 
obscuring of vital distinctions. 
Kook’s way out of the 
dilemma was to teach that m a 
full life the secular must neither 
be rejected by the sacred nor 
identified with mn. The secular 
must be wsed by the sacred. The 
influence of the body presents the 
expanding spirit with a contra- 
diction so that the samt, rcalisme 
this, is quite happy to “ break 
himself for the sake of God's 
glory.” In exactly the same way

there are devout men who turn a 
blind cye to any type of intellec- 
tual perception which involves 
material things m order to clear 
the mind and free it for its task 
of pondermg on fhe highest 
spiritual muysicries, which bear 
the same telation to the material 
as soul to body. But the highest 
degree of all as the attainment of 
that inner harmony in which 
physical things no tonger have 
the power of disturbing fhe light 
of the spirit, on the centrary, the 
Stronger the body the morc 
powerfully does the spirit grow. 
Similarly, there is a stage so 
elevated that in it the greater the 
force of material comprchension 
the stronger and more acute 
becomes the anystical gaze im its 
deepest recesses (Oroth Ha- 
Kodesh, Jer. 1998, Vol. 1, p. 65). 
Kook gocs on to say that there is 
actually no conflict between body 
and soul and that the ideal of 
mens sana in corpore sano 6 
fully acceptable to Sudaism. It 
i not the body, not matitcr in 
itself, that the enemy of the 
spiritual, but a matcrialistic 
philosophy, which encourages the 
glorification of the physical appe- 
tites as ends mm themselves. 


Evolution 


An cxcelient cxample of 
Kook’s readincss to welcome 
fresh insights is his bold accep- 
tance of the theory of evolution. 
A whole section of his major 
philosophical work is devoted to 
a profound discussion of ‘the 
implications of the theory for 
Jewish faith. There he writes: 
“ The theory of evolution, which 
now Conguering the world, is 
more applicable to the cternal 
secrets of the Cabbala than any 
other philosophical theory. 
Evolution, the ascent by stages 
from lower to ‘higher, provides 
the world with a basis of apti- 
mism. For how can one fall into 
despair when i % observed that 
all things evolve in an ascending 
order! When we delve deeply 
mto the essence of the principle 
of evolutionary progress we dis- 
that a throws absolutc 
illumination on the God idea. 
For only the trily Infinite is 
capable of bringing that which is 
potentially imfinite imto actuality 
Ha-Kodesh, Vol. p. 

5).

ht is agamst this background 
of thought that Kook’s remark- 
able extension of the hand of 
love and fricndship to the irre- 
ligious chalutzim must be scen. 
The pious rabbi was undoubtedly 
disturbed ‘by them lack of appre- 
ciation of religious valucs and 
their insensitivity to traditional 
Jewish observances, but ihe 
refused to draw the conclusion 
that the work they were doing 
was itself unholy. On the con- 


trary, he saw as idealists 
who were doing God's work 
without knowing it. 


His favourtie @Mustration in 
dcience of his attitude is well 
known. Once the Temple had 
been built, he said, only the High 


Priest, on fhe Day of Atonement, 
was allowed to enter the Holy of 
Holies. But when the Temple 
was in the process of being built 
the workmen were allowed to 
enter the site of the Holy af 
Holies with their Wwork-a-day 
clothes and muddy boots. Tt 
would be doing Kook a gtave 
injustice to sec all this as a mere 
sentimental approval for ‘the 
aghievements of people with 
whem he was too weak to dis- 
agrec, Or a sugary emotionalism 
by means of which he tried 
desperately to persuade the wre- 
ligious that rabbis were not 30 


intolerant after all. Tt was ona 
much deeper ievcl that Keok 
wrote and lived. For the true 


believer, he would have said, 
conscious of God's power in the 
lives of men, there can be no 
facile division of human beings 
into sheep and goats. Rebellion 
against traditional Judaism is not 
always based on malevolence or 
hatred of vertuc. It is sometimes 
the result of a failure, on the part 
of men of inicgrity, to appre- 
ciate fhe prandeur of the mitzvot. 
Very well then, says Kook, Jet 
those whe know what a mitzva 
means try to convey some of its 
flavour to those with twisted or 
narrow vision, using the very 
rebellion (which is, after all, in 
the name of truth. albeit a truth 
madeguately perceived) to bring 
the rebel nearer to God's service. 


Sage Advice 


A froom tather once wrote for 
Kook’s advice. His sons wore 
leading un-Jewish lives, they 
were estranged from the faith of 
their fathers. How ought he to 
behave towards them’? Here is 
the rabbi’s reply : “ My friend, I 
understand only too well the 
anguish of your heart. But af 
you imagine. us most scholars do, 
that ts righ. nowadays, to 
abandon onc’s childrcn who have 
turned away from the Torah and 
faith 1 must declare emphatically 
that this is not the way God 
desires. Ihe Zeitgeist, 10 
which Heaven has given power 
before it becomes completely 
consumed and as insubstantial 
as smoke, exercises all its magic 
m enticing eur young peaple to 
be faithless. They are the 
victims of forces entirely beyand 
their contral. God forfend that 
we should trcat them as wilfal 
sinners.

Deep within them is welt 
the inner soul of Jewish holimess 
and it reveals itself in the many 
good qualities they undouw 
possess.

The Barmitzvah 


The Jewish commumity has a 
special problem, The Barmitzvah 
ceremony takes place ai an age 
when the child is far too young 
to appreciate its deep religious 
and moral significance and nrean- 
ing. This is equally true of the 
Batmitzvah of girls, which 
unfortunately is held only in a 
few of the synagogues. If only 
parents themselves recognised — 
and therefore instilled it into their 
children—-that this rite is the 
beginning and not the end of 
their religious education, there 
would be some hope of boys and 
girls between the ages of 13 and 
16 learmng to understand the 
fundamental principles of Juda- 
ism, the amazingly high standard 
of moral conduct which it 
demands of them, and the 
spiritual strength they can acquire 
from God to face the temptations 
of life. The religious life of the 
community would be greatly 
strengthened if parents insisted 
on their boys and girls continuing 
their studies until they were con- 
firmed at 15. or 16. 

Except on High Holy-days the 
vast majority of young Jews do 
not enter @ synagogue between 
Rarmitzvah and marriage. They 
retain a fair knowledge of the 
Jewish ceremonial rites and prac- 
tices, much of which is often 
perverted, and many of which 
they completely ignore in their 
daily lives, They are terribly 
muddled in their thought. They 
learnt the Sabbath laws, for 
example, in their Religion School, 
only to come home w see them

superiority to men in that they 
only can bear a child within their 
wombs and they only can nurture 
a child at their breast. Girls and 
women must once again demand 
this recognition from boys and 
men alike if there ts to be an up- 
raising in the standard of sexual 
morality. Instead, they do not 
expect courtesy and therefore 
they do not receive it. 


The Orthodox Jewish attitude 
to women who are not allowed 
to take any part in public services 
and who in a great many syna- 
gogues are not even permitted 
to be members of the boards of 
management, does not help to 
inculcate this respect in an age 
where the status of women has 
so greatly changed. 


Recreation 


The Jewish youth movement 
is strong, and very few adoles- 
cents have not got the oppor- 
tunity to join a Jewish youth 
organisation ; there they can find 
social, cultural, and physical 
recreation. This is undoubtedly 
one of the many reasons why the 
delinquency figures are low. 
Mahy youngsters get into trouble 
because they are bored and have 
nothing of interest to do in their 
feisure time. It must be 
admitted, however, that in spite 
of the fact- that there is a Reli- 
gious Advisory Committee of the 
Association for Jewish Youth, 
consisting of representatives of 


both the Orthodox and Progres- 
sive groups, together with a 
Religious Adviser who organises 
courses on Judaism and issues a 
monthly Religious Bulletin, 
nearly all the Jewish | youth 
organisations are failing dismally 
in inculcating Judaism into their 
members. Only when there ts an 
enthusiastic and deeply religious 
leader are young people today 
willing to imbibe the spiritual 
and moral teachings of Judaism, 


Lore for Law 
In so many Jewish youth 
organisations, Jewish folk-lore 


has taken the place of Jewish 
Divine Law, and Isracli customs 
are being mistaken for true 
Judaism. 

One of the great problems 
facing a Youth Leader is to help 
young people to _ distinguish 
between “davening” and pray- 
ing, to know how to speak to 
God in their own words from the 
depth of their heart rather than 
to repeat in Hebrew prayers 
which they have learnt by heart 
and the meaning of which they 
are very doubtful. Parents are 
faced by exactly the same prob- 
lem, and it is essential that they 
ensure that their children fully 
and completely understand what- 
ever prayers are said in the home. 
Only when young and old alike 
have learnt that they are at all 
times living in the presence of 
God jis it possible to hope 
that each of them will strive to 


live in accordance with His Holy 
Will. 

Just as a bad Jew is “a little 
more so,” so is a good one. I 
have the utmost faith that if only 
the young people of today could 
be given a fair chance to imbibe 
and understand the wonder and 
beauty of true Judaism, they 
would respond to its teaching and 
to its) spiritual truths. Then 
would the Gentiles gradually learn 
to recognise that Jews are the 
witnesses of God’s righteousness ; 
then would they be influenced by 
the sanctity of the lives and the 
high moral code which Jews, 
with the help of God, are capable 


of maintaining.

I stood like a little block of wood, 
and she said: “ Nu, geh gesinter- 
heit.”

between them-—they were big 
and bony, humped with great 
knuckles, their skin of a trans- 
parent white, on the palms hard 
and smooth as varnish and 
scored with multitudinous fine 
lines, on the backs wrinkled, with 
fat, knotted blue veins and brown 
splotches. Ugly hands? The 
painter Constable once said, “I 
never saw an ugly thing in my 
life.” They were the kind of 
hands that inspired "embrandt 
and Rodin.

A dream is a strange, miracu- 
lous phenomenon. I marvel at 
the powers of a human mind :

Barmitzvah year. And just

its Barmitzvah year, oscillated 
between the depth of an ™ affair” 
which laid bare before the world 
some of the weak points of its 
moral and political structure, and 
the heights of the ionosphere that 
threw light on its growing 
scientific genius 


Progress and Discord 


In the short history of the 
State no year can have been so 
characteristic of the country and 
its citizens as the past one : on 
the one han“, the historic Eich- 
mann trial demonstrating the 
high level of Israel's judicial 
system and its people’s inherent 
sense of justice. on the other, the 
internal disunity and immaturity 
of public life manifest in intensi- 
fied inter-party rifts; on the 
one hand the gigantic unparal- 
leled process of bringing in and 
absorbing so many new immi- 
grants—the one millionth came in 
the last week of July-—of pro- 
vidirg them with housing, work, 
education, carried out within the 
framework of a brilliant agrarian 
and industrial development, and 
on the other a sort of airy 
nonchalance in climbing a ladder 
to a standard of living out of all 
proportion to the country’s ability 
to maintain its real needs: on 
the one hand great progress in 
winning new political friends and 
enhancing international prestige. 
and on the other complete stag- 


nation and a kind of sclerosis in 
the sorrowful field of relations 
with the neighbouring States. 
Yet in weighing up the sum total 
of the past year and balancing 
achievements against failures, 
the area of light ts far greater 
than the shadow, and Israelis, 
rather than looking back “in 
anger,’ can look forward with 
pride and high hope. 

The Lavon “ Affair” bubbled 
up between Rosh Hashana and 
Yom Kippur of last year. It 
produced an intense internal 
political storm that shook the 
moral foundations of the young 
society. The story of the tragic 
mishap of 1954 is still an official 
secret, even though by now babes 
in thew cradles know all the 
details. .. . The former Secretary- 
General of the Histadrut and 
high-ranking leader of Mapai, 
Mr. Pinhas Lavon, has ever since 
those days protested against the 
injustice of holding him respon- 
sible for the “mishap” which 
claimed a number of human lives. 


Secret Trial 


Throughout these years Mr. 
Lavon carried his grievance like 
an open wound and continually 
demanded rehabilitation: but he 
had no witnesses and no evi- 
dence to prove his contentions. 
Then one day it became known 
that a certain army officer, 
identified only by the mysterious 
nickname “the third man,” had 
been tried in secret before the 
Jerusalem District Court and 
sentenced for crimes committed 
against the country’s security. 
This “ third man” had played an 
important part in the first phase 
of the “ Affair.” and the evidence 
he gave before the court con- 
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tained details which tll then had 
been unknown or known toa 
very small circle only. This was 
the straw which Mr. Lavon 
grasped to vindicate himself, and 
with the straw as a beginning he 
erected edifice which 
threatened to bring down the 
country’s biggest and most 
powerful party--Mapai—and did 
in fact cause a serious rift within 
it and an abyss between it and a 
large part of public opinion. The 
bitter quarrel reached a stage 
where Mr. Ben-Gurion actually, 
if not formally, confronted his 
party with an ultimatum: either 
it accepted his way of handling 
the Lavon “ Affair ” or he would 
retire to Sde Boker. 


Bitter Struggle 


Thereafter the struggle within 
Mapai became even more bitter 

exacerbated both by some of 
Lavon’s miscalculated impulsive 
moves and Ben-Gurion’s obstin- 
acy—-finally culminating in 
Mapai’s decision to remove 
Lavon from his Histadrut post. 
The “ Affair” far overstepped 
the boundaries of an_ internal 
party issue. Almost all other 
parties felt themselves involved, 
because they saw it as a conflict 
over democracy and justice—-and 
they took Lavon’s side. As a 
result Mr. Ben-Gurion tendered 
his resignation at the end of 
January. Subseauent wecks of 
negotiation failed to restore the 
old Coalition or provide any 
basis for a new one, and the 
Knesset had therefore to proclaim 
new elections only a year and a 
half after the previous ones. The 
several months’ interval which 
Mapai was able to get for itself, 
by postponing elections — ull 


J 


i 
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August 15, enabled it effectively 
to close its ranks once again. 
Developments the inter- 
national front and some dramatic 
events within the country 
managed to divert memories from 
the bitterness which the “ Affair ” 
had created, and despite last- 
minute efforts to revive it three 
weeks before election day, the 
actual issue which brought about 
the dissolution of the Knesset 
played only a very minor role in 
the vote. 


Consolation 


Despite the “ Affair’s ” internal 
political implications, the harm it 
caused to Israel’s prestige abroad, 
and the wounds it left in many 
a heart, the future historian will 
have to view this chapter in the 
wider perspective of events that 
took place in Israel in her Bar- 
mitzvah year. It will then doubt- 
less be overshadowed by the great 
drama of the Eichmann trial. For 
the first time in the history of 
Jewish martyrdom the Jewish 
people were able to capture and 
bring to justice a man who, with 
the obsession of a sadist run 
amok, and with machine-like 
efficiency, helped to hound to 
death six million innocent people. 

For many thousands _ the 
months-old trial meant reliving 
the sufferings they had endured 
at Auschwitz, Maidenek, Sobibor, 
Chelmno, and other extermina- 
tion camps. But the months also 
afforded them a measure of con- 
solation, consolation not only 
sprung from a desire for revenge, 
but more from the fact that after 
fifteen years the reality of tragedy 
which befell European Jewry 
was brought home to the con- 
sciousness of millions of people

throughout the world, not least 
to the Jews of the free world 
and to the younger generation 
of Israelis. The full day-by- 
day reports carried by many 
newspapers and broadcasting 
stations recording the court pro- 
ceedings are a reflection of how 
much public interest was evoked 
by this trial. In Isracl thousands 
were glued to their radio sets and 
thousands more. queued for 
tickets to attend the court pro- 
ceedings, Isracl had to over- 
come many procedural, political, 
and technical difficulties in. order 
to hold this trial. The law was 
changed so that a Supreme Court 
Judge, Mr. Justice Moshe Lan- 
dau, could preside. 


Dignity and Wisdom 


The wisdom which he, together 
with his colleagues, Justice Benja- 
min Halevi and Justice Yitzhak 
Rave, showed in the conduct of 
the trial earned them great 
praise and enhanced the inter- 
national reputation of  Isracli 
justice. The Israeli Government 
made itself responsible for 
$20,000 to enable the defence 
lawyer, Dr. Robert Servatius, and 
his assistant. Dieter Wechten- 
bruch, to undertake the task. 

A special police bureau, 06, 
for months examined thousands 
of documents relating to Eich- 
mann’s activities in various coun- 
tries (only the U.S.S.R. refused 
to Open its archives to the Israeli 
authorities preparing the case), 
and then compiled a dossier of 
them which was placed at the 
court's disposal, together with six 
volumes of verbatim  tape- 
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recorded testimony taken from 
Lichmann himself, 

It was necessary to build Beit 
Haam and so equip it with 
modern telecommunications that 
it could provide facilities for 
hundreds of forcign journalists to 
cover the trial adequately for the 
world Press and radio, yet ensure 
that the hall never lost the charac- 
ter of a courtroom. The bullet- 
proof, glass dock for the prisoner 
was only one item in a long list of 
intricate precautions taken by 
the police against security risks, 

The problem of the Eichmann 
trial was to make sure that the 
personal involvement of — the 
accused should not be allowed 
to obscure the historic nature of 
the proceedings; and that the 
broad and comprehensive story 
presented by the prosecution 
should not turn the proceedings 
into a show trial and divert the 


normal course of justice, Mr. 
Gideon Hausner set the tone by 
a profound and brilliant opening 
speech for the prosecution. 

The first meteorological rocket 
which Israel fired this summer 
into the tonosphere testified to 
the skill and high technological 
proficiency of her scienusts. The 
rocket, like the atomic reactor, 
being built in the Negev, the dis- 
closure of which last year created 
such a furore in certain circles, 1s 
meant for peaceful purposes. But 
for a State which is surrounded 
by enemies who daily propagate 
their intention to destroy Israel, 
these developments serve also as 
important psychological weapons. 
They make the potential aggres- 
sor think twice before embarking 
on any risky adventures. 

Though Israel gained much 
prestige by these achievements, 
she also thereby became the target 
of criticism. Israch circles 


which oppose Mr. Ben-Gurion 
declared that the rocket was 
intended as an election stunt, a 
contention immediately seized on 
by Russian propagandists. Of 


more significance were the 
Western Powers’ expression of 
fears that the rocket would 


accelerate the arms race in the 
Middle East. But in fact Israel's 
policy, based on the acquisition 
of deterrents, is still valid : the 
change in Chief-of-Staff from 
General Haim Laskow to Gen- 
eral Zvi Tsur heralded no 
change of policy. 

The Israch rocket was fired 
into outer space a short while 
after Isracl had sent her well- 
known “secret weapon,” David 
Ben-Gurion, into outer political 
space. The 75-year-old Premier 
felt sufficiently young to utilise 
the opportunities afforded by the 
jet age (which last year reached 
Isracl on the wings of a Bocing 
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707) in order to meet the leaders 
of the Western Powers personally. 

The enthusiastic reception 
accorded to him in Canada, the 
practical talks he had with Presi- 
dent Kennedy and other Ameri- 
can statesmen, the meetings with 
the British Prime Minister and 
Foreign Minister, the sentimental 
encounter with Sir Winston 
Churchill, and not least, the 
specially friendly welcome given 
to him by. President de Gaulle 
and other French leaders—-who 
did not hesitate to toast Israel 
publicly as their firm ally — this 
was the harvest Ben-Gurion 
garnered from his two-and-a-half- 
week journey abroad. 


Foreign Visitors 


Pohtical tourism for Israel was, 
last year, a two-way traffic. Apart 
from Mr. Ben-Gurion’s tour, and 
Mrs, Golda Meir’s goodwill visit 
to the Scandinavian countries, 
several statesmen came to Israel, 
specially from some of the new 
Afro-Asian hey 
appreciate the warmth of | the 
welcome they receive as well as 
the aid offered them, but it some- 
limes happens, as it did with the 
delegation from Mali, that an 
African group leaves Israel full 
of enthusiasm for the country, 
only to join an anti-Israel orches- 
tra in some Arab country where 
Nasser plays first fiddle. How- 
ever, among these visits. that of 
President’ Yameogo, of Upper 
Volta, was specially noteworthy 
for it went much further than the 
others. His visit resulted in a 
joint policy statement in which, 
for the first time, the Isracli Prime 
Minister, on. behalf of 
Government, took a firm stand 
on the issues. of colonialism and 
the colour question. 

In her Barmitzvah year Israel 
exported considerable quantities 
of munitions and arms--could 
anyone have dreamt of this hap- 
pening within thirteen years in 
those dark days when Isracl 
stood almost completely defence 
less fighting for her existence ! 


Lttect 


Ihe economic situation of 
Isracl during this year was 
dominated by elections. Had 
there been no elections it might 
have been possible to aver that 
the Barmitzvah year marked a 
vreat step forward towards the 
desired goal, thanks to the 
enormous increase in investments 
and exports. But the few months 
prior to elections saw great 
damage to these hopes. The 
Government could not go ahead 
with many financial and fiscal 
measures which had _ been 
planned, and in addition the care- 
taker Government had to give 
way to many demands to various 
pressure groups on wages and 
conditions of work, and during 
the last two months tt embarked 
on an unprecedented — buying 
spree, 

A factor which has affected the 
economic situation is renewed 
immigration. This is a matter 
not now discussed publicly, but 
it is known that once again ships 


of Elections 


are bringing new immigrants to 
the shores of Haifa, and the esti- 
mated figure of 30,000, mentioned 
at the beginning of the year, was 
realised. 

A very large number of inter- 
national gatherings were held in 
Isracl during the year: the 
International Conference of Local 
Authorities, the Congress of the 
International Press Institute, a 
great assembly of 2.500 “ Pente- 
costers,” International Congress 
of Teachers’ Unions, Congress of 
the Socialist International, Con- 
gress for the Advancement of 
Science, Congress of Jewish 
Studies, and among them also the 
conference on Israel Bonds. Those 
engaged in this activity had only 
just time to achieve their target 
of $500,000,000, set by Mr. Ben- 
Gurion ten years ago, when a 
new goal of $2,500,000.000 for 
the next five years for absorption, 
settlement, and development was 
put forward by the Minister of 
Finance, Mr. Levi Eshkol. 


Relations With Diaspora 


What of relations between 
Isracl and the Dhiaspora, the 
central issue of last year’s Zionist 
Congress, as of so many other 
Zionist gatherings, The sharpest 
encounter on this subject came 
when Mr. Ben-Gurion published 
a joint statement with Mr. Jacob 
Blaustein, which came just in 
time for the meeting of the Zion- 
ist General Council in Jerusalem. 
Mr. Ben-Gurion’s claim that this 
was only a repetition of a simi- 
lar declaration ten years ago did 
nothing to soften the hard feel- 
ings this evoked between him and 
Ziomst leaders, 

[he Barmitzvah year of the 
State of Isracl was an interesting, 
dynamic, and unforgettable year. 
fhe State had its own espionage 
trials (the outstanding one was 
that of Israel Beer, who was 
charged with spying for an 
Fast European country, and 
among others tried were Profes- 
sor. Kurt Sitte, of the Haifa 
fechnion, sentenced to tive years’ 
imprisonment for having contacts 
with a forcign agent, and 
Aharon Cohen, an Arab expert 
of Mapam, who was also accused 
of contacts with a forcign agent 
or agents). But all these were as 
nothing compared with the 
excitement of establishing “ con- 
tacts” by Isracli archxologists, 
helped by military personnel, 
with the remnants of the libera- 
tion army of Bar Kochba in the 
Judean desert. 


Solar Energy 


Scienufic achievements were 
not confined to outer space : 
there was also the nilot plant for 
the desalinisation of sea water by 
/archin put up at Elath, and a 
model of a plant to utilise solar 
energy for power made in the 
Hebrew University. 

This was a record year for 
tourism and for diplomas 
awarded by the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. And the Barmitzvah year 
ended, as did the Tenth Anniver- 
sary year, with the Bible contest 
fitting indeed for the land of 
the Bible. 
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HE affluent society” or 
perhaps more accurately 
“the acquisitive society ” 

is a term which applies no less to 
the Jewish community than it 
does to the nation as a whole. 
The main characteristic of such 
a society is that the decisive 
influence in its life is wealth. 

Men are sought after, honoured 
and flattered not for what they 
are but for what they have. This 
does not mean that scholarship, 
virtue, and piety are not res- 
pected ; they are indeed honoured, 
but they are regarded as praise- 
worthy addenda to the more nor- 
mal and desirable pursuit of 
commerce. Learning and virtue 
arouse an emotion somewhat 
akin to the awe of the unknown. 
It is inevitable, in such a milieu, 
that the events which loom 
largest on the communal horizon 
are those associated with money 
or with the superficial social 
status which money acquires. 

In the past year some magnifi- 
cent charitable donations have 
been made by wealthy and 
generous Jewish benefactors to 
national institutions. Medical 
schools, nurses’ hostels, hospitals, 
universities, art galleries, and the

zoological gardens have benefited 
from Jewish generosity. 


The election of a Jew to the 
office of Lord Mayor of London 
and the fair share of Pecrages 
and Knighthoods to members of 
Anglo-Jewry has given pleasure 
to many who see in these honours 
a consolidation of the community 
in the national life of the country. 
While these features of our com- 
munal life should not be belittled 
they do not in themselves point 
to any spiritual force which can 
give meaning and purpose to 
Anglo-Jewry. 


Well-worn Routine 


The various fund-raising 
machines for Israel have worked 
with their customary efficiency. 
The well-worn routine for charity 
fund-raising has become mono- 
tonous and boring. The abund- 
ance of charity committees, 
ladies’ committees, youth com- 
mittees, aid societies, friends of —, 
synagogue builders, etc., have 
danced through the same motions 
so frequently that every step from 
the venue to the menu is a 
familiar theme with minor varia- 
tions. 


The placidity of Anglo-Jewry 
is rarely disturbed by a contro- 
versial thought or a stimulating 
idea, but since some communal 
disagreement is inevitable, the 
clash takes place on the plane of 
personal. dislikes and distrust. 
There is no ideological debate, 
no discussion of differing policies. 
If all the names of the presidents 
and chairmen in Anglo-Jew 
were placed in one hat and all 
the organisations which they 
represent were placed in the 
other, and a fair draw took place 
which would result in a complete 
reshuffle of persons and positions, 
I do not believe that Anglo- 
Jewry would be substantially 
affected for good or evil. 

This is not a criticism of our 
communal workers ; on the con- 
trary it suggests that they are all 
competent and have a reasonable 
measure of efficiency; they do 
not however differ from one 
another in thought or ideas to 
any important degree. Where 
there is no clash of philosophies 
the elections to office must 
inevitably be based on a clash of 
personalities. 


One of these upheavals sur- 
rounding persons rather than

ideas has disturbed the United 
Synagogue, the most efficient and 
most dignified of all Anglo- 
Jewry’s institutions. This led to 
the resignation of the president. 
Time plays odd tricks. Some 
years ago many people hoped 
that the Federation would 
become more like the United 
Synagogue ; today is seems more 
probable that if any similarity is 
to develop the U.S. will become 
like the Federation. 


Jews’ College Problem 


Similarly, in the problem con- 
cerning the retirement of the 


_ Principal of Jews’ College, the 


inability to “find” a successor 
and the interregnum  arrange- 
ments, there has been an intru- 
sion of personal animus which 
has no rightful place in a matter 
of such crucial importance. There 
is a widespread feeling that the 
whole matter was not managed 
wisely. The present arrange- 
ment, which is but a compromise 
that postpones the day of 
decision, reminds one of the wit 
who described a camel as a horse 
put together by a committee. 
Yet the year been 


encouraging because in the all- 
important activity of education 
marked progress has been made. 
Jewish schools in London and 
the provinces have grown in size 
and in number. The sounds of 
protest against Jewish schools 
(on the totally false premise of 
harmful segregation) have been 
muted. The development and 
growth of these schools, all of 
which are traditional in their 
educational direction, is the most 
heartening and the most healthy 
feature of Anglo-Jewish life. The 
venture in adult education under- 
taken by the ministers of the 
United Synagogue is wholly com- 
mendable. One has the impres- 
sion that there has been greater 
educational endeavour and more 
success than in previous years. If 
this trend continues then, regard- 
less of apparent shortcomings in 
the community, the future of 
Anglo-Jewry is a healthy one. 
The same sense of urgency has 
not characterised the religious 
leadership of Anglo-Jewry. 
Understandably, rabbinic dect- 
sions cannot be taken in haste ; it 
is generally agreed that the high- 
est religious authority of Anglo-

ERELY to catalogue, no 
M matter how skilfully nar- 

rated, the happenings in 
the various areas of the world 
Jewish community during the 
past year, is to convey the super- 
ficial impression that, with varia- 
lions, it is the same old story, or, 
if one prefers it, that Jewish his- 
tory has repeated itself once 
again. The succession of events 
could be familiarly disquieting — 
an anti-Jewish manifestation, an 
act of discrimination, a restriction 
of rights and liberties, an inter- 
ference with institutional life , the 
complex of anxieties solaced, 
perhaps, by the occasional 
exhilaration of Jewish achieve- 
ment, the satisfaction of an 
obstruction overcome, the relief 
of a physical menace mitigated 
Or unrealised. Except for the 
periodic devastation by pogrom 
and the ferocities of antisemitism, 
culminating in the  unprece- 
dentedly catastrophic infamy of 
Nazi Germany whose echoes and 
survivors still hover ominously 
over Jewish peace, this has been 
the normally abnormal shade- 
and-light pattern of life through- 
out the centuries of Jewish dis- 


persion. 
New Systems 


The past year has provided 
vivid evidence that, if serious 
issues still confront the Jewish 
people, they require to be con- 
sidered in the context of an 
entirely new international scene. 
The rapidly changing political 
and social world has brought in 
its train new concepts and trends 
which affect, fundamentally and 
gravely, the character of Jewish 
problems and the attitudes 
towards the Jews in the areas 
where the transformation has 
been. most conspicuous and 
significant. New systems, based 
on revolutionary principles of 
government and citizenship have 
emerged. New national group- 
ings associated together for com-

mon purposes have replaced old 
State separatisms. Hitherto back- 
ward peoples of the “ coloured ” 
races have advanced, with start- 
ling speed, towards independent 
nationhood and, in equal status 
with the “white” powers, to 
wield influence in international 
councils. These revolutionary 
developments contain implica- 
tions and consequences of crucial 
moment to the Jewish people 
In certain areas of these new 
constellations, such as the Soviet 
Union, the freedom of Jews to 
maintain their Jewish way of. life 
and institutions is regarded as 
incompatible with equality of 
citizenship ; in some, as in North 
Africa, Jewish liberties are held 
as restricted to religious observ- 
ance and practice ; and in others, 
particularly the new-born Afro- 
Asian nations, taking their place 
in the international community, 
knowledge of the life struggles 
and aspirations of the Jewish 
people, and understanding of the 
meaning of Judaism, = are 
unknown and still to be taught 
and acquired. To all, the notion 
of the spiritual and psychological 
union and organisational associa- 
tion between the Jews of the 
world is perplexing ; to most, this 
union appears inconsistent with 
the quality and duty of fully 
“integrated” citizenship. From 
this attitude is derived much of 
the difficulty in securing the free 
emigration of Jews desiring to 
settle permanently in Isracl. 


Soviet Jewry 


In the newly shaping world, 
the supreme exponent of these 
attitudes. is the Soviet Union, in 
whose territory more than 
2,500,000 Jews continue to be 
recognised formally as a 
“national minority,” but are not 
enabled freely and openly to 
maintain the institutions, national, 
relicious, cultural, and philan- 
thropic, essential to the preserva- 
tion of Jewish life and values, 
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Jewry does not allow itself to be 
rushed—trightly so. But if no 
decisions are forthcoming the 
community can be assured that 
“no stone is being left unturned” 
and “every avenue being 
explored.” 

One stimulating rabbinic ept- 
sode followed a meeting in Leeds, 
where a number of rabbis con- 
verged and denounced the evil 
of mixed dancing. A scathing 
editorial in the “J.C” led to 
a threat of proceedings and a 
summons to the Beth Din, but 
the flood of controversy oozed 
away. There are no reliable 
statistics available to show 
whether mixed dancing has 
decreased as a result of the rab- 
binic denunciation. 

The rabbis and ministers of 
the United Synagogue disbanded 
their organisation as a protest 
against the treatment meted out 
to them by their employers. From 
the correspondence that followed 
in the “ J.C.” it appears that the 
main cause for complaint is the 
inadequate salaries. While | do 
not hold the opinion that the 


financial factor is the main cause 
of the decline in the number of 
candidates for the ministry, I do 
think that in Anglo-Jewry today 
status and salaries are inter- 
woven. The affluent society does 
not pay for what it respects but 
respects what it has to pay for— 
alas ! 

The Eichmann trial was well 
reported in the British Press and 
was widely discussed in print, 
radio, and television. Mr. Victor 
Gollancz wrote a booklet on the 
subject—of course. 

It is not unreasonable, indeed 
it is in keeping with Jewish 
tradition, that in reviewing the 
dying year one should express a 
wish for the future. 

In the forthcoming year may 
the generosity of Jewish bene- 
factors be extended in a some- 
what larger measure to Anglo- 
Jewry so that youth activity, 
educational enterprises, Hillel 
House work, and all positive 
creative endeavour shall not be 
restricted by lack of funds. May 
our community learn not to con- 
fuse Jewishness with Judaism. 
May it lose its emotional complex 
and regain its religious civilisa- 
tion. 
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and are deprived of the liberty of 
communal association and of the 
right to retain their traditional 
communion with their fellow 
Jews in other lands. Until a 
year ago, the authorities of the 
U.S.S.R. adopted an_ inflexible 
attitude, refusing to discuss, far 
less to concede, the existence of 
a Jewish problem. By a ston 
Silence in face of world Jewi 

clamour, they gave support to the 
assertion that the Jewish national

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minority suffered discrimination, 
by contrast with the rights and 
freedoms accorded to other 
groups. On a rare occasion, a 
Sovict Union leader broke the 
official silence with an impas- 
sioned denial of anti-Jewish bias 
—but no improvement in the 
Jewish position was disclosed. 
The disquict at the position in 
the U.S.S.R. affecting this large 
segment of Jewry was voiced in 
September, 1960, by a conference 
in Paris of notable non-Jewish 
intellectuals of international 
repute and sympathetic to the 
Sovict Union. In its resolution, 
couched in friendly terms, the 
conference appealed to the 
U.S.S.R. authorities for an under- 
standing of the needs and desires 
of Russian Jewry as inherent in, 
and compatible with the prin- 
ciples of the Soviet Union. While 
no direct cognisance of this appeal 
was given, and although nothing 
has come of a semi-official 
indication that a delegation of 


the conference might visit Mos- 
cow to discuss the problem, some 
slender signs of change in the 
Soviet Jewish position have been 
observed during the past year. 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann _ felt 
encouraged to state, in Novem- 
ber, that “things are beginning 
to move in the U.S.S.R.” and, 
three months later, came news of 
the impending publication of a 
Yiddish magazine and of works 
in Yiddish and Russian by 
Jewish authors in the Soviet 
Union. In addition, the works of 
the classical Yiddish writers, 
Sholem Aleichem, Mendele 
Mocher Sforim, and Peretz, have 


appeared, and the prospective 
publication of a bi-monthly 
journal in Yiddish has been 


announced officially. 

In other fields, however, evid- 
ence is lacking that the conditions 
of Jewish life in the Soviet Union 
have undergone any demon- 
strable improvement. Notwith- 
standing the unassailable fact of 


a yearning for Jewish knowledge, 
not a single Jewish school is 
known to exist in the entire 
U.S.S.R., in the larger cities of 
which hundreds of thousands of 
Jews live and work. Nor, 
unfortunately, are there = any 
indications of progress in the 
betterment of facilities for the 
observance of the Jewish religion 
in the few and diminishing num- 
ber of synagogues which have 
survived the States  contra- 
religious policy and locally man- 
fested, though not officially 
endorsed, anti-Jewish attitudes. 
There has been disappomtment 
in the hope that some measure of 
liberty might be accorded to 
Russian Jews frecly to assemble 
for institutional Jewish purposes : 
and there are still no communal 
organisations, as im other 
countries, no socictics, no clubs, 
no functional groupings to engage 
in activities designed to keep 
alive and stimulate the spirit and 
purpose of Jewish tradition.

In striking contrast with the 
unhappy situation of Soviet 
Jewry, the Jews of Poland 
encounter no official difficulty in 
maintaining relations with Jews 
abroad, and they, in turn, have 
access to the Polish Jewish Com- 
munity. It is in the nature of 
things, of course, that Jewish 
authority rests with leaders who 
are loyal to Communist ideas and 
policies, and sometimes, as in the

where, and with Israel ; but still, 
official Polish Jewry is motivated, 
basically, by consciousness of the 
needs to assure the welfare and 
survival of the Jewish people. 


Rumanian Jewry 


Although there are still 
restraints in the way of access to 


the 180,000 or so Rumanian 
Jews, and especially of their 
organisational association with 


world Jewry, and although their 
Communist leaders are more 
rigidly in control, Jewish life in 
Rumania, as a whole, closely 
parallels that in Poland. Econo- 
mic and social conditions are 
reflected in the difficulty of Jews 
to adjust themselves to, and to be 
mtegrated in, the national system, 
which does not accord with the 
traditional pursuits, trading, and 
petty artisanship of the great 
majority of Rumanian Jewry. 

Hence, the impulse to seek clse- 
where a livelihood better suited 
to their capacities. This impulse 
and the longing to renew family 
ties with the many thousands who 
have felt obliged, or have chosen 
to seck their destiny, mainly in 
Israel, finds expression the 
desire to emigrate. 

In Western Europe Germany 
has continued to provide the 
major themes of world Jewish 
concern, but few, if any, affecting 
the interests of the small com- 
munity of Jews who have elected 
to reside in the Federal Republic, 
whose liberal financial contribu- 
tion, by way of reparations and 
restitution of properties, have 
enabled them generally to main- 
tain a standard of communal and 
personal living as high as, if not 
higher than, that of Jews in other 
countries. The durability of the 
Jewish position, in the affluent, 
powerful West German State, as 
a vital focus of East-West con- 
flict, must inevitably be affected, 
however remotely, by _ the 
development of that conflict. 
The possibilities inherent in the 
current international crisis over 
the future of Berlin suggest that 
this is no mere pessimistic 
fantasy. 

Nazi Influences 

Ihe international swastika out- 
break of 1959-60 caused the 
Federal German Government to 
realise the urgency of climinating 
the pernicious influences 
substantial and alive in 
Western Germany. Alarmed by 
violent world reaction against this 
manifestation of resurgent Hitler- 


ism, Federal and Land authori- 
tics embarked, during the past 
year, ON Measures to cleanse the 
administrative, judicial, and 
educational services. Much has 
been done, but much remains to 
be done to make Germany 
Nazi rein.” 

Less satisfactory is the record 
of Austria in making recompense 
to the thousands of Jewish and 
other victims of physical brutality 
and spoliation, criminal acts 
committed by and with = the 
authority of the Nazi Austrian 
State. Ever since the end of the 
war, promise after promise by 
successive Austrian Govern- 
ments have remained unfulfilled, 
liability has been cither repudi- 


ated or grudgingly admitted 
through = years of «argument, 
hageling, and adroit political 


manipulation aimed at shifting 
responsibility to West Germany. 
At long last, Austria has been 
induced to put into effect her 
undertaking of May. 1959, to set 
up a Restoration Fund of 
$6,000,000 as recompense for 
certain categories of ‘losses sus- 


tained by Nazi victims im and 


from Austria. In addition, in 
June, 1961, an Austro-German 
agreement provided for a Ger- 
man contribution of about 
£9.000,000 (95 million marks) to 
Austria’s compensation oblhga- 
tions, Austria will aside 


£8 .300,000 (600 million Austrian 
schillings) to mitigate losses suf- 
fered through Nazi tyranny by 
vicums now living elsewhere 


Moslem States 


Further afield, in North Africa, 
the recently gained authority, the 
civic concepts and political align- 
ments of the newly independent 
Moslem States have brought 
problems and anxictics to the 
Jewish communitics in this area. 
Ihe 3,000 Jews who have 
remained in Libya, a _ State 
created by resolution of the 
United Nations, are far more 
isolated from the outside Jewish 
world than the Jews of Soviet 
Russia. This ardent member of 
the Arab League has suppressed 
the Jewish communal organisa- 
tion, forbidden Jews to contact 
fellow Jews abroad, and reduced 
their institutional freedom to 
vanishing point. 

In neighbouring Tunisia, the 
picture is vastly different. Under 
the Presidency of Habib Bour- 
guiba, the 70,000 Jews share 
equally with the Moslems the 
rights of democratic cilizenship, 
and have suffered no official 


restriction of the normal func- 
tioning of their religious and 
communal institutions. Bour- 


guiba’s fierce passion to trans- 
form his impoverished country 
into a modern Welfare State, 
served by free. but fully “ inte- 
grated” citizens, is accompanied, 
however, by an honest misappre- 
hension of the ethnic and tradi- 
tional characteristics of Jews 
which impel them to sustain their 
particular way of life and to con- 
duct by themselves their essen- 
tially internal affairs. Happily,

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Bourguiba’s sincerely held prin- 
ciples have brought no ill-con- 
sequences for Tunisian Jewry ; 
such disquiects as disturb them 
derive from external causes—his 
adherence, although tepid, to the 
Arab League, the pressures of 
his opponents supported and 
encouraged by his arch-enemy, 
Abdul Nasser, his pressures on 
France, as in the recent Bizerta 
affair, to clear Tunisia’s 
sovereignty of foreign intrusion, 
his developing difficulties with 
the Algerian Nationalists over the 
Sahara, and his fervent ambition 
for leadership in the Arab world. 


Tunisian Question 


These factors provoke him, on 
occasion, to outspoken improvisa- 
tions relating to Israel which 
momentarily trouble his Jewish 
citizens. Still, they retain con- 
fidence in his integrity, his high 
intelligence, and his deep sense 
of justice. At the same time, 
there is a perpetual question as 
to the future of Tunisian Je 
—as Bourguiba is not immortal, 
who and what will come after 
him ? 

In regard to civic rights and 
non-discrimination, the new 
Moroccan State has fulfilled its 
obligations without reserve. But, 
six months after its creation, an 
administratively imposed em- 
bargo was suddenly clamped on 
Jewish emigration to Israel, 
where 100,000 Moroccan Jews 
had settled since 1949. Official 
justification of the embargo was 
based, chiefly, on the familiar 
contention of new States in the 
changing world—full citizenship 
means “ integration,” except for 
religion, and emigration is a dis- 
loyal flight from civic duty to aid 
in developing the economic and 
social order of a new country. 

Nevertheless, after months of 
intensive negotiations the em- 
bargo was raised and close 
on 10,000 Jews awaiting emigra- 
tion were permitted to leave for 
Israel. Despite subsequently 
renewed assurances that no 
restrictions would be placed on 
individual emigration, Moroccan 
Jews have been unable, since 
September, 1960, to obtain pass- 
ports. The resulting feeling of 
insecurity and fear of further cur- 
tailment of the liberties of the 
Jews were gravely intensified by 
Morocco’s adherence to the Arab 
League, followed by openly 
expressed hostility to Israel and 
Zionism, the prohibition of postal 
communication with Israel, and, 
finally, the presence of Nasser at 
the Casablanca Conference in 
January, 1961, when Jews were 
molested, arrested, and mal- 
treated by Moroccan police. 


Moroccan Fears 


Shortly before his death in 
February, 1961, King Moham- 
med, in a statement to a Moroc- 
can Jewish delegation, expressed 
disapproval of these anti-Jewish 
attacks, confirmed the civic 
rights and freedom of his Jewish 
subjects, and declared that they 
would be free to emigrate, if 
they so desired. This calmed and 
reassured Moroccan Jewry. Ten- 
sion was reduced and, later, 
anxiety was further allayed on 
the accession of the new King 
Hassan II, who has frequently 
demonstrated friendship for the 
Jews, and understanding of their 
traditional ideas and human 
aspirations. Although no official 
change of policy on Jewish 
emigration has been made, there 
are grounds for believing that 
existing restrictions on the issue 
of passports to Jews may be 
relaxed in the near future. 

During the past year the pros- 
pect of an independent Moslem 
Algerian State has _ created 
extreme anxiety among the 
130,000 Jews, the vast majority 
of whom declare themselves to 


be legally French nationals, by 
virtue of the Crémieux Decree of 
1871, by birth and lifelong affilia- 
tion. The French Government 
has stated its intention to insist 
that the grant of Algerian 
independence must include 
guarantees of the right of Jews 
to retain their French nationality. 
On the other hand, the Algerian 
Nationalists (F.L.N.) have not yet 
indicated their acceptance of the 
French and Jewish view. Some 
statements by F.L.N. spokesmen 
have been non-committal, others 
have asserted that the Jews of 
Algeria must be regarded as sub- 
jects of an Algerian State, a 
status which the Jews regard with 
disquiet, even with alarm, in the 
light of the experience of the 
Jews of Morocco and other Mos- 
lem States associated with and 
supporting the Arab League. The 
uncertainties of Algeria’s future 
political structure have aroused a 
widespread urge for Jewish 
emigration to France and Israel. 


The Commonwealth 


The Jewish communities of 
the British Commonwealth have 
continued to enjoy the full exer- 
cise of unrestricted rights and 
liberty, as citizens and as Jews, 
in accordance with the traditional 
and well-established principles of 
British democracy, freedom, and 
justice. Their institutions func- 
tion and progress, the general 
well-being of their members rests 
secure, and Jewish tradition, 
religion, education, and devotion 
to Israel remain deeply rooted 
and freely encouraged by the 
understanding interest and aid of 
Governments and public opinion. 
The recent change in the status 
of South Africa places the 
100,000 Jews of that country out- 
side the British Commonwealth. 
While this development does not 
and need not necessarily affect 
them adversely either as citizens 
or as Jews, the racial principles 
on which the South African State 
is based inevitably cause ques- 
tions to be raised and Jewish 
experience to be called to mind. 
These are matters for the con- 
sideration of individual Jews in 
South Africa. The present 
policies of their Government 
exhibit no desire or intention to 
detract in any way from their full 
civic freedom, and this uniquely 
vital Jewish community is under 
no restraint in fulfilling the func- 
tions which have earned it high 
renown in the Jewish world and 
in Israel. 


U.S.A. Jewry 


Second only to Israel, the vast 
community (some would say 
communities), of the five million 
Jews of the United States has 
remained the major bulwark, in 
this generation, of Jewish life 
and survival. What this great 
aggregation of Jews feels, the 
trends and tendencies of its 
Jewish consciousness, its remark- 
able contribution to the welfare 
and maintenance of Jewish 
institutions and to the State of 
Israel, are of paramount import- 
ance to the Jewish people as a 
whole. A summary appraisal of 
the events and currents, even of 
one short year, must do less than 
justice to the largest Jewry in the 
world, spread over a 3,000 miles’ 
area, living in a thousand teem- 
ing cities, with a myriad of 
organisations and institutions, 
religious and lay. It is under- 
standable that so diversified, so 
intensely vital, so crucially 
important a Jewry has not yet 
succeeded in creating a unifying 
central representative organisa- 
tion to localise and concentrate 
its major interests and activities, 
so that the broad lines of its 
attitudes and developments can 
be ascertained and evaluated. 

The trend, discernible after the 
war, of the rising generation to 
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drift away fom Jewishness has 
been dramatically arrested. Due 
in part to the influences and 
impressions flowing from Israel, 
and in part to an_ instinctive 
revolt against inroads on 100 per 
cent acceptance by non-Jews, 
American Jewish youth has 
turned increasingly and progres- 
sively to the synagogue, and par- 
ticularly to Jewish education. 
Out of this has grown a wide- 
spread movement for the estab- 
lishment of Jewish Day Schools, 
on the pattern of the pioneering 
movement in Britain. In the 
United States, however, the desire 
for these schools has evoked 
sharp controversy; the more 
Americanised elements, largely 
of German origin, concentrating 
on the defence of Jewish rights 
as American citizens, fiercely 
combat the Jewish Day School 
movement, led mainly by Russian 
and East European born Jews, as 
an intrusion on “ integrated” 
Americanism. But, throughout 
the country, the schools are 


springing up and filling with 
enthusiastic boys and girls. 

Hebrew has become widely 
popular among the Jewish youth. 
Thousands of children are eager 
members of a country-wide 
Hebrew-speaking camp move- 
ment, and there are long waiting 
lists. Young American Jewry’s 
new interest in Jewish education 
and Hebrew is reflected and 
enhanced by the notable increase 
in the number of Youth Tours to 
Isracl. Until recently, only a 
minute percentage of young 
American Jews travelling to 
Euro found their way to 
Israel ; in the last years, at least 
tenfold their number have made 
Israel their main centre of foreign 
interest—and the numbers grow 
steadily and rapidly. 

On the adult side, American 
Jewry has been turning to the 
synagogue which, year by year, 
is seen as the increasingly major 
centre of Jewish life, interest, and 
communal activity. Every United 
States community reports grow- 
ing Temple membership. A 
characteristic example is Roches- 
ter, N.Y., with a total Jewish 
population of 20,000. The Con- 
servative and Reform synagogucs 
together have an actively par- 


ticipating membership of 3,500 
families and, at the High Holy- 
days, seat 6,000 worshippers, and 
on Saturdays have a_ regular 
attendance of 400. This is the 
steady pattern throughout the 
United States, augmented by the 
growing movement of Jews from 
the city to the suburbs ; 1,000,000 
Jews of New York City’s 
2,500,000 have gone “ suburbia ” 
in recent years, and the flow 
continues. 

Despite the few  vulgarly 
strident groups with their blaring 
incitements and paraphernalia of 
Nazi Jew-hatred, reports indicate 
decreasing antisemitic tendencies 
in the United States. This is 
thought to be due to Jewish and 
Gentile co-operation in matters 
of common interest, the sharing 
in general community fund- 
raising, closer association and 
“getting to know” through 
travel and the Armed Forces, 
and through shifts in Jewish 
occupation from trading and the 
professions to industry and con- 
structive enterprises. 

By and large, the heart and 
body of American Jewry is sound 
and so, on the eve of Rosh 
Hashana 5722, the Jewish people 
have cause for comfort.

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One of the strongest religious forces in American Jewry is Conservative Judaism The origins 


and attitudes of this movement, which has recently come under criticism in this country, are here 
authoritatively discussed in the first of two articles. 


CONSERVATIVE 
OBJECTIVES 


ONSERVATIVE Judaism is 

a relatively new movement. 

Yet, to understand it, we 
have to go back almost to the 
beginnings of the Talmud. Every- 
one knows the story of Hillel and 
the pagan who asked him to reduce 
Judaism to one sentence. The 
sage replied; “ What is distasteful 
to thee, do not to thy neighbour. 
[his is the Torah. The rest is 
commentary. Go and = study.” 
Like most great rabbinic figures, 
Hillel) made his comments very 
compact and very meaningful. 
Indeéd, the teachings of the Tal- 
mudists usually contain a whole 
series of meanings which only 
gradually appear to the student. 

Hille! was, first, describing the 
relation of the 
Torah to its cen- 
tral command- 
ment. He was one 
of the most 
learned scholars 
in the Jewish 
tradition. Obvi- 
ously, commen- 
taries for him 
were  indispen- 
sable. Therefore, 
his description of 
the. rest of the 
Torah as CoMm- 
mentary to Lev 
KIX, IS. was not 
disparagement 
The rituals and 
dogmatic con 
cepts of Judaism 
were Vital to him 
But without the 
lext, they might 
be meaningless 
lootnotes On 
the other hand, he held tha! 
no Jew fully experiences love for 
one's neighbour as demanded D5 
the Torah, without appreciation 
ind observance of the Sabbath, the 
dictary laws, prayers, and the rest 
of the commandments. 

However, the notion he was most 
directly conveying Was that Judaism 
is inherently an ethical system 
All its minultiw, such as blessing 
the lulav on Succof, sounding the 
shofar on Rosh Hashana, fasting 
on Yom Kippur, are part of a 
system directed to the improve- 
ment of character. Hillel clearly 
considered such commandments aS 
not to speak falsehood, not to 
injure one’s neighbour, not to 
insult him, or pain him, or degrade 
hm, or malen him. less 
integral to Torah than any ritual 

This view of Hillel is also that 
of the Pentateuch, the Prophets, 
the Holy Writings, the greatest of 


the Talmudists. the commentators - 


on the Talmud and the Scriptures. 
and the codifiers of Jewish law. 
from Abraham and Moses to the 
Chazon Ish 


No rituals 


In the confession of our sins on 
the Day of Atonement virtually 
no ritual is mentioned. We confess 
to having been unjust to parents, 
having been brazen to our fellows, 
having deceived them, having 
stolen from them, having injured 
them. But we make no mention 
of violated Sabbaths or festivals. 
or shaatnez we have worn, or 
similar transgressions. This is not 
because the rabbinical Iliturgists 
considered such transgressions 
unimportant Nor is it because 
they believed these commandments 
were never, wittingly or unwit- 
lingly. transgressed. It was rather 
because in a limited time only 
Specific wrongs can be enumerated, 
and Judaism is even more con- 
cerned (when it has to make a 
choice) with the problems of 
character than of ritual devotion 
Devotion to ritual may come to a 
person disciplined to right 
behaviour to his fellows. Right 
behaviour to one’s  fellows—

harder to achieve than observance 
of any of the ritual commandments 

has to be stressed day in and 
day out. 

As Rabbi Israel Salanter used to 
say, the same Torah which forbids 
eating certain food, also forbids 
speaking evil of a neighbour, or 
despising him, or 
hating him in 
one’s heart. Each 
of these violations 
is a negative pro- 
hibition, like any 
ritual one. Yet 
he remarked that 
while in his 
native Kovno no 
Jew ate forbidden 
food, some occa- 
sionally resorted 
to falsehood, or 
cruelty, or op- 
pression, 

In our time, it 
kiddush

Louis Ginzberg, Professor Alex- 
ander Marx, and Professor Israel 
Friedlaender—to mention only 
those who have passed to their 
eternal reward—that we, in 
America, owe the rediscovery of 
the totality of Judaism. Facing a 
strong Reform movement which, 
early in the century, stressed ethics 
(but not necessarily Jewish ethics), 
and a so-called Orthodoxy stress- 
ing ritual almost exclusively, they 
created a seminary and a move- 
ment in which both receive due 
emphasis. 


Profound study 


These. men realised, too, the 
intimate relation of the moral 
commandments to profundity in 
study of Scripture and Talmud 
The rituals, in general, can be kept 
with comparative ease, although 
to some they may seem demand- 
ing. The ethics of Judaism is 
dificult to master and even more 
difficult to obey. It controls one’s 
attitude towards one’s family, 
one’s business, and one’s comrades. 
It interferes with one’s speech, the 
conversation one may listen to, 
one’s altitude to enemies, one’s att!- 
tude to the stranger, one’s total 
life. It is with us from the cradle 
to the grave. . It requires ability 


on the part of each Jew to act as 
a quasi-judge, applying principle 
and precedent to situations never 
anticipated. 

Is undetectable theft from a cor- 
poration theft? Is committing 
wrong through a corporation in 
which one holds stock a violation 
of the Torah? What is one’s 
duty to a modern, secular State ? 
When may a child, burdened with 
an aged parent and able to sup- 
port him, consign him to a home 
for the aged ? What is one’s duty 
to the errant Jew who, not reared 
in Jewish ritual, resembles the per- 
son described in the Talmud as 
“an infant, kidnapped and reared 
among pagans”? When must one 
be tolerant of: deviation by the 
ignorant, and when mav one 
insist on conformity with the 
Shulechan Aruch ? Should one 
share one’s philanthropy equally 
among Jews and Gentiles, and, if 
not, in what proportion? How 
does one fulfil the commandment 
to visit the sick when visitors are 
not allowed in a hospital? How 
does one develop love for those 
who seem to one essentially 
unlovable ? 

When may one engage in war 
for one’s nation or in strife for a 
principle ? Does the good end 
justify nefarious means? May 


one seek office without being sure 
that one is egicse’ for it? 
Under what circumstances, if any, 
may one answer those who defame 
or insult one ? What does one do 
in situations when the immediate 
interests of Judaism may seem to 
require action certain ‘a be mis- 
interpreted in the Gentile commu- 
nity at large and to bring obloquy 
on our great faith? In an age of 
nuclear weapons, may a Jew 
engage in research in nuclear 
physics ? What should 6e one’s 
attitude toward members of other 
faiths ? towards Communists, 
born Jews? What should be the 
attitude of Jews toward people of 
underdeveloped countrics, even 
when they are illiterate and 
pagan? How should an Ameri- 
can Jew in the southern Slates 
deal with the explosive Negro 
problem ? 


Talmudic issues 


These problems may. seem 
simple to some, but they involve 
basic issues ol falmud« theorv, 
and comprehensive knowledge of 
rabbinics as well as profound 
insight to discover the answers the 
Torah gives to them 

It was implicit in Schechter’s 
theory (shared by his colleagues) 
that the wisdom of Judaism 
should be explored in ali areas for 
guidance for modern man in such 
and similar issues. This was also 
the theory of Rabbi Israel Salanter, 
the Chazon Ish, and the Chaftez 
Chavvim 

Clearly, judgments wili differ in 
some of these matters. Rabbi 
Samson Raphael Hirsch, who was 
a great man, believed that the 
Torah reauired his community to 
be an independent group dissoci- 
ated from the lareer Orthodox 
groun in Germany Dr. Azriel 
Hiltesheimer and Dr David Z. 
Hotftmann. equally ptrous, felt that 
such withdrawal was unwarranted. 
(Time has shown that both sides 
were rioht The community: led 
bv Hirsch developed power 
still felt in America among recent 
immierants. But so did the come 
munitv fed by Dr.. Hildesheimer 
and Dr Hotlmann.) Rabbi Isaac 
E'hanan Srektor authorised men 
to_act as rabbis in America. whom 
he would hive denied = such 
authority in. Lithuania Chief 
Rabbi Kook co-operated with 
secular Zionists in building the 
State of Israel. Rabbi Sonnen.

HE Day of Judgment is at 

hand. The pious Jew, 

aware of the solemnity of 
the occasion, sits wrapped in his 
tallis, his machzor open before 
him. The words of the liturgy are 
familiar to him from annual usage, 
and as he recites them or hears 
them chanted to the, accompani- 
ment of plaintive melodies he its 
stirred afresh by their impact. The 
contents of the liturgy and the 
meditations which they stimulate 
create a sense of awe, for these 
are the Yomim Noraim, dread 
days. He stands at the bar of con- 
science awaiting the pronounce- 
ment of his verdict. It is the Yom 
Ha-Din, and his soul calls to his 
Father, his King. He is certain 
that judgment will be tempered 
with mercy, but he is uneasy, for 
who knows whether the quality of 
the mercy will be commensurate 
with the gravity of the sin? He 
leaves it to his Master to remember 
and forgive. 


Wandering 


As he sits and ponders upon his 
own fate he is conscious that his 
thoughts are wandering beyond the 
confines of the synagogue. He 1s 
aware of a heightened sensitivity 
to the wider implications of the 
Day of Judgment. He no longer 
stands alone, like a solitary defen- 
dant in the dock, but is joined by 
a vast concourse of men and 
women who together with him are 
answerable to the Master of the 
universe, the Supreme Judge. 


the Sho, 


“This day the world was called 
into being. This day Thou causest 
all the creatures of the unjverse to 
stand in judgment.” It offers a 
measure of comfort to know that 
one is not called upon to assume 
the entite responsibility, and that 
others share the burden of guilt. 
The worshipper becomes conscious 
of the plight of all mankind. The 
world stands in judgment, whether 
each member of the human family 
is aware of it or not. Actions are 
accountable, even the plans and 
the schemes which have not yet 
been realised. 


Battle array 


A dread picture unfolds itself. 
A world torn by friction, rent 
asunder by diverse ideologies 
designed to create discord; vast 
masses of men standing poised 
against each other generating 
hatred and suspicion; nations dis- 
playing no confidence each 
other’s avowed promises, speaking 
peace yet preparing for war, devis- 
ing instruments of destruction 
which at their first launching will 
commit mass murder only to be 
followed by mass suicide. The 
mind visualises not a courtroom, 
where defendants plead their inno- 
cence, but a gigantic array on the 
eve of battle, and it poses the ques- 
tion-—shall the tragedy be averted 
before calamity overtakes all the 
participants? And so the wor- 
shipper finds himself reciting the

prayer : “ All who enter the world 
doth Thou cause to pass before 
Thee . . . who shall live, who shall 
die, who at the measure of his 
days and who before it, who shall 
perish by the sword . who by 
fire?" The words seem to assume 
a fresh. significance, and one 
wonders whether the doom has 
been sealed, whether the irrevoc- 
able step has already been taken, 
or is there still a chance to avert 
the impending calamity 


Repentance 


The end of the prayer is 
reached, and the declaration : 
“Penitence, Prayer, and Charity 
avert the evil decree,” seems to 
offer a measure of hope. The way 
of penitence is ever open; those 
who display a contrite heart can 
still affect a reconciliation. Will 
the nations hear the cry of the 
potential victims and repent of 
their foolishness before the day of 
reckoning, on which there shall be 
neither victor nor vanquished ? 
Will the prayers of those who 
yeart “for the peace of the city 
in which they live” be heard in 
time and touch the hearts of those 
who scheme destruction ? Will the 
spirit of charity prevail and 
nations learn the art of living 
together in peaceful coexistence, 
respecting the differences which 
divide, seeking the common good 
which alone can unite ? 

Thoughts and emotions swing 
to and fro with the regularity of 
the pendulum. From contempla- 
tion on the present the mind 
reverts to man’s beginnings, for

“ this is the day on which the world 
was called into being.” One recalls 
the process of development from 
the inanimate and the shapeless. 
Darkness was expelled before the 
light. Primordial chaos was con- 
verted into order. Like the unfold- 
ing of a great dramatic theme, act 
followed act culminating in the 
grand finale—the quintessence of 
creation, the creation of Man. He 
alone of all creatures was imbued 
with the power of thought and the 
gift of selection. Endowed with 
the will to choose his own destiny 
and given dominion over the rest 
of God's creation. This same Man 
developed from his primitive 
beginnings to the stage he has now 
reached when he possesses little 
Short of mastery of the world in 
which he lives. He has almost ful- 
filled the vision of the Psalmist : 
“Thou hast made him a little 
lower than God and hast crowned 
him with glory and honour : Thou 
hast made him to have dominion 
over the works of Thy hand, and 
Thou has put all things under his 
feet” (viii, 6-7). 

But to what end is his genius 
directed, and what, in the final 
analysis, is the value of his scien- 
tific discoveries if he applies them 
to destructive purposes ? The ulti- 
mate gain from the conquest of 
space will prove fruitless unless 
directed to the enhancement of 
human happiness. Current develop- 
ments in nuclear research spell 
only a threat to the perplexed 
onlooker. While men fook out- 
ward to the conquest of other 
planets they fail to learn how best

Acid Fruits. When stewing 
plums, .chubarb, or gooseberries 
add teaspoontul of bicarbonate 
ol soda to each pound of truit.

gently for 2 or 3 minutes until the 


froth has disappeared, sweeten to 
taste, and continue cooking until 
the fruit is soft. 


To Remove Saltiness from Soup 
or Stew. If a soup or stew is too 
salty, add a little sugar or a grated 
raw potato and cook gently for a 
few minutes. 


Steamed Puddings. Cirecase basin 
before putting in the mixture and 
do. not have the basin more than 
three-quarters full to allow for 
rising When the pudding is 
cooked, after removing from the 
saucepan, leave for a few minutes 
before turning out. This will pre- 
vent the pudding from breaking. 


A Stale Wheat Loaf or Stale 
Buns will become quite fresh 
warmed through for a few minutes 
in a moderate oven. 


Left-over Sandwiches. Stored in 
a plastic bag sandwiches will keep 
fresh in the refrigerator overnight. 
Use any left-over stale ones in one 
of the following ways. 


(1) Toast on both sides and 
spread with butter. 

(2) Dip in frying batter and fry 
a golden brown in hot fat. 

(3) If the sandwiches have a 
meat filling, put the entire sand- 
wich through the mincer and use 
in rissoles or a meat loaf. 


To soften Butter. If the butter 
is too hard for spreading, the 
quickest way to soften it without 
oiling, 1s to put it on a warm plate, 
and invert over it a cup or basin

Cakes and Biscuits. Light oven 
or switch on electricity 15 minutes 
before cakes or biscuits are to be 
put in. 

Large cakes need a moderate 
oven, small cakes a quick one 

Have all ingredients and utensils 
collected before starting to mix the 
cakes and also grease and prepare 
the baking-tins. For a large cake 
only fill the tin two-thirds full and 
do nut move the cake from one 
shelf to another, and always open 
and close the oven door gently. A 
sudden jar, or draught of cold air 
will cause the cake to fall in the 
centre or the fruit to sink 


After removing from the oven 
leave in the tin minutes before 
turning out. Cool all cakes and 
biscuits on a cake tray, away from 
draught, and never put away in 
tins till quite cold and never store 
cakes and biscuits in the same tin 
or the biscuits will become soft. 
Should biscuits have lost their 
crispness reheat them for a few 
minutes in a moderate oven. 

Always break eggs one at a time 
into a cup before using to see that 
they are quite fresh 

All dried fruit, including cherries, 
should be washed and thoroughly 
dried before using. Damp fruit 
makes a heavy cake.

Grease a pudding basin and put 3 
tablespoonfuls of honey on the 
bottom. 

Cream the margarine and sugar, 
add the lightly beaten eggs and a few 
drops of essence of lemon: fold in 
the flour. and if necessary add a 
spoonful or two of water to make a 
fairly slack mixture. 

Place in basin on top of the honey, 
cover with greased paper. and stcam 
for 14+ hours 


For Afternoon Tea 


(1) Add a few chopped walnuts to 
some honey and use as a sandwich 
spread with brown bread and butter. 


(2) Spread hot buttered toast with 
honey. cut into fingers and sprinkle 
with cinnamon. 


Stuffed Baked Apples 


Choose large cooking apples of 
uniform size. Remove cores and with 
a sharp knife just cut through the 
shin. all round the centre of the 
apples 

Pur them in a fire-proof dish, and 
put a teaspoonful of honey and a 
few sultanas and chopped nuts in the 
centre of each C ove the bottom of 
the dish wit’ water to which add 2 
teaspoonfuls of sugar for cach apple. 
Bake in a moderately hot oven. ull 
soft- about 45. minutes

in any event, three feet is too hig:

So try any new equip- 
ment for size, as well as colour, 
before you buy. 

Save steps immediately by 
rearranging your present working 
sequence. Ideally, have the fridge 
on one side, the cooker on the 
other, of your working table. 
Store much-used dry goods in wall 
cabinets, whose top shelf can be 
reached without stretching (par- 
ticularly fatiguing for women), 
everyday seasonings in open 
shelves by the cooker.

Keep mixing bowls and dishes 
either in waist-high cupboards or 
at least within arms’ reach of your 
preparation space, 

Specialised storage shelves, 
made of narrow dowelling or ply- 
wood, can be fitted into your 
present cupboards—vertical divi- 
sions for eake or biscuit tins, 
stepped-back shallow shelves for 
dry goods and cereals, narrow 
shelving on the inside of outward- 
opening cupboard doors for pulses 
and rice: narrow wooden divi- 
sions in drawers holding biscuit 
cutters, moulds, and icing equip- 
ment. You can also have a revolv. 
ing shelf fitment put into an exist- 
ing cupboard

Keep your every-day pans on 
wall-hung plastic wire shelves by 
the cooker or the sink; less 
frequently used equipment is best 
stored in the sink unit, with frying- 
pans hung under the counter in 
a narrow section by the cooker— 
an excellent spot also to keep your 
pastry and chopping boards. 

Modern surfaces for counters, 
walls, and floors proliferate daily 
and warrant an entire article to 
themselves. To see these and 
other new kitchen materials it is 
worth visiting the Building Centre 
in either London or Manchester, 
or the Design Centre in London 
Or you may be able to visit one 
of the superb kitchens run by the 
larger food companies, which are 
equipped without reference to any 
one manufacturer, but combine 
the practical experience of trained 
home economists with the design 
knowledge of architects.

‘Boy or girl, once you're over 13 the community just doesn't want to know!” 


indifierence and apathy towards teenagers still relevant ? 


EVER has there been such 
a year for teenagers, both 
in our own community 
and in the world outside. What 
with the Eichmann trial. which 


gave teenagers .evefywhere a 
chance to know and understand 
the Nazi horror, teenage adverts- 
ing. bowling alleys, teenage crime, 
coffee bars, “teds™ and “trad.” 
and all the remedies put forward 
by enthusiastic amateurs and 
caperts to cure. heal.or tame the

Closed circle 


Its difficult to pinpoint. Its 
much casier to say who they are 
not. They are certainly not the 
members of the Orthodox youth 


movements, among the most pur-- 


poseful crowd of young men and 
women, who find friends (and 
often marriage) through shared 
and genuine imterests. (lo out- 
siders, these groups may seem a 
somewhat * closed circle.”) 
Neither are they the less sedate 
Zionist youth groups with their 
open-necked shirts. their passion- 
ately held convictions on the atom 
bomb. apartheid, and other 
important questions of the day. 
Nor are they the ™ hail-fcllow- 
well-met sporting crowd. No one 
could claim that’ they are 
neglected. 

And yet the uncommitted teen- 
agers may well be as purposeful 


as the Orthodox, as fervent as the 
Zionists, as breezy as the sports- 
men if the community could find 
a way to arouse their enthusiasm 
and give them a chance to serve. 

As to whv they are ” beyond 
the fringe,’ that too is a difficult 
question. One reason may be 
geography. or ptople live 
outside the big centres. choice of 
actrvities, Clubs. and friends 1s very 
limited. Then. too. snobbishness, 
particularly marked in London 
between East and West End, north 
and south of the river, the North- 
West barrier, ctc., pervades the 
community. Many boys and girls 
who live in the “wrong” areas 
fecl that they haven't a chance in 
the “ marriage market,” that with- 
out the right address and car 
and suede coat. the community 
will reject them And so. they 
reject the community and drift 
beyond the fringe. in the best of 
cases to kibbutz life in Israel, 

Some boys and girls from the 
wealthrer areas react against their 
too-comfortable homes and turn 
their back on Judatsm. 

Others dislike being organised, 
shepherded, told -what to do in 
the youth clubs Sull others 
simply don't know enough about 
their religion and history to take 
an active interest Being Jewish 
is merely a label stuck on to them, 
although they may feel a lingering 
loyalty So they drift-—to the 
coffee bars. to one another's 
homes, out for a drive in an end- 
less search for something to do. 


Millionaire wanted 


How to stop the drift? The 
question has been asked time and 
time agai. The New Year might 
be a good time to do something 
about it. 

Although there are many first- 
rate youth clubs. there are still 
Jewish districts (some of them 
wealthy districts) where hundreds 
and hundreds of teenagers have 
nowhere to go. 

If there were a_ millionaire 
in the community who really 
wanted to give a lift to youth and 
indirectly to Jews everywhere, per- 
haps the best thing he could do 
would be to put up the money for 
a large centre for all Jewish youth 
It should be a venue’ where 
Jewish teenagers from Israel and 
from every other country in the 
world could meet, as of right: 
where young people from the 
provinces would come on visits to 
London. and where students and 
older schoolboys and girls could 
meet in the holidays. 

In such a centre, the voluntary 
services of all Jewish youth might 
be organised, so that there was 
always a group of people ready to 
assist the old, the sick, and the 
needy. not only of the Jewish com- 
munity. At certain times of the 
year. such as Christmas and Easter. 
the members of the centre could 
play their part in public services 
on the lines of the ™“ Helping 
hospitals at Christmas scheme.” 

There could be a lecture going 
on in one room of the Centre, 
reading and chess in another, a 
recital of classical music in a 
third, table tennis and jiving, in a 
fourth. and a smack-bar with 
kosher hot dogs and other refresh- 
ments.

lonely. the bored, the drifters 
could come without feeling that 
they are driven, where the endless 
competitions and rivalries between 
all the factions in Anglo-Jewry 
could merge. Of course, if Jewrsh 
youth of every shade of religious 
and political opinion were to mix, 
this would lead to difficulties. 
Some people would find the mix- 
ing of the Liberal and the Ortho- 
dox undesirable. Yet unless some- 
thing—something drastic- is donc 
for uncommitted teenagers. they 
may well drift beyond the fringe.

The Second Crusade (44) 


After the First Crusade the Jews of 
France and Germany began to return 
to their cities. The destroyed synagogue 
of Mainz was rebuilt. The necessity to 
support themselves brought the Jews to 
return to normal life, as if thre disasters 
of “ Tatnu ™ were only a bad dream. 
But within SO years the Jews again were 
threatened with the fear of death as 
were their fathers. 


The German and French horsemen 
were able to conquer Palestine, but did 
not know how to establish their Govern- 
ment. Quarrel broke out between 
them. In contrast the Mosiems were 
united to drive the strangers from the 
country. In their distress, the Christians 
in Palestine appealed to the Pope. 

By the end of 1145, the Pope called 
for a new Crusade. He promised the 
participants not only to pardon their 
sins, but also to cancel their debts for 
the duration of the Crusade. Bishop 
Bernard from the monastery at Clair- 
vaux, inspired King Louis VII of France 
to head the Crusade. The Emperor of 
Germany also decided to take part. The 
Jews were full of fear, for again incite- 
ment was aroused against the Jewish 
inhabitants of the country, who (it was 
said) should be destroyed before the war 
with the Moslems began.

The symagogue ser- 
vices are full of hymas of praise to 
God and pleas for His mercy. 

It ts the blowing of the Shofar 
or ram's horn in synagogue which 
marks the most important and 
stirring part of the services. 


Call of ram's horn 


The sound of the ram's horn 
runs through our history. It 
reminds us of the time when Moses 
received the Ten Commandments. 
It reminds us of the faith and trust 
of Abraham in God. when he 
bound his only son Isaac, until a 
ram near by was caught in a 
thicket and Abraham was allowed 
to sacrifice the ram. It reminds us 
of the destruction of the Temple 
and of the fall of Jericho. It calls 
to us from the beginning of time, 
for it ss one of the earliest musical 
instruments known to man. Above 
all a calls to each Jewtsh man and 
woman and child to turn to God 
on this day of judgment. 


Unlike most of our other festi- 
vals, Rosh Hashana, the head of 
the year, is a pwrely religious 
festival. Purim, for example, 
reminds us of the delivery of the 
Jews from Haman, Passover cele- 
brates the delivery from Egypt.

The Unfinished Journey, which is 
the theme of Andrew Cruikshank’'s 
play at the Pembroke, Croydon, is life 
itself.

With the Prom Season nearly ended, 
our thoughts turn to the autumn, to 
consideration of what the main 
orchestral societies have to offer of 
both new and old music. 

Study of the prospectuses issued by 
most of them reveals that on the 
whole the mixture is to be as before: 
in almost all cases there is a discreet 
and, on the whole, satisfactory com- 
bination of classics and works by 
composers who, having completed 
their courses within this century, have 
during the past few years steadily 
attained the eminence of being 
regarded as near classics. 


Reizenstein’s concerto 


On the other hand, there is a strik- 
ing absence of the younger genera- 
tion of modern composers, both of 
our own and of other countries. 
Apart Reizenstein’s second 
piano concerto, which is to be given 
its first public performance, with the 
composer as soloist, in a London 
Philharmonic Concert next month, 
there are only a couple of carly 
Britten works and a Tippett “ Diverti- 
mento.” One finds also a sprinkling 
of Shostakovich items, none of them 
recently composed. Not one of the 
leading orchestras is yet ready to give 
such imnovators as Boulez a show. 
But it is satisfactory to note that the 
have caught up, on the whole, wit 
the day Sateen yesterday, and even 
the yesterday, of modern music. 

One concert will in a sense cele- 
brate the turning point m our appre- 
ciation of Schoenberg. On November 
29 the B.B.C. Symphony Orchestra 
will present a “Tenth Anniversary 
Concert” in memory of his death in 
1951. Besides “ Verklarte Nacht” 
and the early chamber symphony 
opus %b, we will hear the terrific 
“Variations for Orchestra” opus 31, 
written in 1927-8. This work con- 
stituted the climacteric of the com- 
posers preoccupation with the 
twelve-tone system as a method. But 
also included in the programme are 
two very late works of particular 
interest: “ A Survivor from Warsaw,” 
op. 46, and “Prelude to Genesis,” 
op 44. 

Mahler and Stravinsky are both

well represented in the autumn pro- 
grammes, and it is amusing to note 
the personal predilections behind the 
fact that one finds Stravinsky chiefly 
in the B.B.C. Orchestra programmes, 
and Mahler, in the London 
Symphony Orchestra syllabus. The 
L.S.O. include Mahler's third and 
fourth symphonies in their autumn 
season : the fourth, the most tranquil 
and happy symphony he wrote, on 
November 7, and the third, the most 
enigmatic of the nine, with its close 
associations with various aspects of 
nature, on November 16. 

The B.B.C. prospectus gives three 
Stravinsky items in the autumn. the 
most outstanding being a complete 
performance of “Persephone. This 
will be conducted by Stravinsky him- 
self, on October 29. On October 18, 
Monteux will ‘conduct the 
“Symphony of Psalms.” a work 
imbued with the spirit of the Russian 
Orthodox liturgy. One of his most 
controversial works, written at the 
height of his devotion to the principle 
that music should not express any 
fecling or emotion, is the “Sym- 
phonies of Wind = Instruments.” 
which will be played on December 13.

to live on the planet which gave 
them birth. Control of the 
elements may yet be within the 
range of human achievement, but 
control of self and the advance- 
ment of moral values seem beyond 
the compass of man’s immediate 
vision 

The threat inherent in the present 
precarious situation calls to mind 
the citation in the liturgy of Rosh 
Hashana. “ With trumpets and the 
sound of the shofar make a joyful 
noise before the King, the Lord” 
(Psalms xeviii, 6). The terms used 
to describe the instruments are not 
synonymous. The trumpets referred 
to in Scripture were used as a call 
to war, to assemble the tribes to 
face impending danger. Num. x, 9). 
The shofar, however, is associated 
with a call to a higher mode of 
living. It was heard at Sinai, and 
the Jew cherishes the belief that 
it will inaugurate the Messianic 
era. Ihe Jew is thus keenly 
aware of his message, which awaits 
fulfilment : “And he shall judge 
among the nations and shall 
rebuke many people: and they 
shall beat their swords into plough. 
shares and their spears into pruning 


hooks: nation shall not hit) up 
sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more” (Isaiah 
4) 

The Jew is in the unique posi- 


tion to assess the quality of such 


a vision, for he has a tenacious 
memory and bears the scars of 
many an injustice. When he prays 
for the time when nations will 
“form one band to do Thy will 
with aoperfect heart.” he thinks not 
only of himself but of all the mem. 
bers of the human family. He has 
known the sad outcome of nations 
ming theniscthves into Warring 
bands to hurt and to destroy He 
iS convinced that the prophetic 
message can yet be fulfilled, and 
he cherishes that ‘belief with 
unshakable confidence. As he sits 
in his synagogue: and recites the 
Stirring words of the liturgy. he 
looks forwafd to the time when 
the trumpets of war shall blend 
with the sound of the shofar lend- 
ing harmony to the joylul cry. of 
allegiance uttered by the nations 
in recegnition of the Supreme 
King. whose dominton shall be

Lively British chess 


By HARRY COLOMBEK 


The tournament for the British 
Chess Championship, which was 
played at Aberystwyth in August, 
proved to be as lively and well- 
contested an event as I have ever 
seen in all the sixteen such cham- 
pionships in which I have com- 
peted. Not that there was any 
doubt about the eventual victory 
of the title-holder, Jonathan Pen- 
rose. He came first, with 8} pojnts, 
a full point ahead of the second 
and third prize-winners, Clarke and 
Wade, who, in their turn, were half 
a point ahead of the players who 
tied for the fourth prize, Barden, 
Kottnauer, and myself. 

Penrose lost one game, to Bar- 
den, but apart from this defeat he 
seemed rarely in difficulties and 
always capable of seeing just: that 
much ahead of his opponent as 
was necessary to secure the win. 

I myself was completely out of 
practice when the tournament 
started, and had not played a single 
game of chess since the Leipzig 
Olympiad of October, 1960. So I 
had to play myself in form, shed- 
ding points and half-poimts in the 
process. | did, in fact, just manage 
to come into the prize-list by win- 
ning my last two games; but, lke 
Kottnauer, my effort came too late 
for a major prize. 

Exciting struggle 

By a curious coincidence my 
opponent in the last round was 
exactly the same as in the last 
round of the championship previ- 
ously held at Aberystwyth in 1955. 
On that occasion I had Black, and 
it was essential for me to score a 
win to gain the title. Now, in 1961, 
I again had Black and in order to 
get a prize a Win was necessary.

“LIKE GERMANY 
IN 1930”

AIRES 

Argentina's Jewish community is 
living im a tense antisemitic climate. 
simular to that experienced by Ger- 
man Jewry just before Hitler's rise to 
power 30 years ago. This was stated 
at the plenary session of the Dele- 
gacion de Asociaciones  Israelitas 
Argentinas, the representative body 
of the country’s Jewish community, 
which devoted its meeting this week 
to the alarming recurrence of anti- 
semitism here. 

Hardly a day passes without savage 
attacks against synagogues, youth 
clubs, and communal organisations, 
the mecting was informed. 

In the 24 hours prior to the meeting 


four attacks were made on three 
synagogues in Buenos Aires and its 
Suburbs. im which windows were 
smashed and Nazi slogans smeared 


on the walls

ISRAEL’S VIEWS ON 
COMMON MARKET

Officials here do not conceal their 
astonishment at the way in which Dr. 
Adenaver'’s Government has broken 
its promise to support Isracl’s attempt 
to forge some kind of link with the 
Common Market. At the July meet- 
ing of the Committee of the Euro- 
pean Economic Community the West 
Gierman representative allowed the 
question to be placed low on the 
agenda.
